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SEVERAL FACTORS IN TRADE CONDITIONS 


Stock Exchanges Partially Resume—War Taxes Become Effective—Cargo of Dyestuffs Arrives from Germany 
—No Change in Local Pulp Situation—War Promises Prosperity to the United States—Adventures of 


John G. Luke in Germany—How Conditions Shape Themselves in Canada—Great Britain’s Paper 
Imports and Exports—The Position of Scandinavian Pulp—Foreign Trade Happenings, Etc. 


The past week brought into activity several factors bearing 
directly on the readjustment of trade in this country to new con- 
ditions. The stock exchanges of New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and Toledo have reopened for a large volumie of trading in 
securities under certain price restrictions, The movement of 
values upward and a continued tendency in that direction was 
received as a fair indication of restored confidence in the future 
trade of America. 

Another event of more than passing interest at this time was 
the war tax which became effective on Tuesday to continue until 
$190,000,000 revenue for the Government is collected. 

The arrival of another cargo of dyestuffs in the steamship Sun, 
which. arrived at New York on Monday, was regarded favorably 
as a possible relief to some of the specialty manufacturers. There 
were 4,000 tons on the steamer, valued at $1,000,000. About 3,200 
tons of dyes and colors reached domestic ports on the Matanzas 
a week ago. 

The foreign exchange market reflected a little harder tone past 
week than the week before but the value of sterling is only slightly 
above normal. 

There has beer practically no change in the pulp situation. Im- 
porters have received large corisignments of all grades of cellulose 
from Scandinavia, as foreign manufacturers are anxious to move 
as much of their stock as possible before the closing of navigation 
in the latter part of this month, or by the first of January at 
the latest. 

There was a persistent rumor in the trade that the British Gov- 
ernment is about to put an embargo on all rags. The .reason 
for such action, it is said, is because of the belief that a large 
quantity of woolen rags are shipped with other kinds. German 
packers have begun a concerted campaign against the government 
in order to lift the embargo on rags now in force in that country. 
The opinion in the trade is that the dealers and packers abroad 
will be unsuccessful in this move, as the paper makers of Ger- 
many have been trying for several years to put an embargo on 
paper making rags and that their position under the present cir- 
cumstances is stronger than that of the packers. 

Among paper manufacturers it was reported that business is 
rather quiet. The feeling is that the present quiet will prevail 
until after the first of the year, when jobbers will have closed 
their books for the year and will have completed their inventories. 


John G. Luke’s Troubles in Germany 

An incident is reported in connection with the recent visit of 
John G. Luke, president of the: West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company, to Germany, at the time of the outbreak of war, which 
is told as follows by the British Paper Trade Journal: 
_- “Following upon England’s participation in the war, English 
visitors in Germany were arrested on suspicion and American 
visitors who could not speak German were detained and compelled 
to give an account of themselves before a board of magistrates. 
Mr. Luke was taken before the burgomaster of Nuremberg, and 
his examination was conducted through the medium of an inter- 
preter, Mr. Luke being unable to speak German and the burgo- 
master being equally helpless where English was concerned. All 
papers found on the person of suspects were submitted to a care- 
ful scrutiny, their contents being summarized by the interpreter 
for the benefit of the chief magistrate. Among Mr. Luke’s papers 
were daily production reports from the offices of the West Vir- 
ginia Pulp and Paper Company, which had been forwarded to 


him at different points during this tour of the Continent. Some 
reference to paper manufacture made the burgomaster look sharply 
at Mr. Luke, and he stopped the examination to put some question 
through the interpreter. 

“He inquired if it was true that Mr. Luke was a paper manu- 
facturer and, if so, what was the amount of paper produced daily 
in his mill, With a desire to impress his questioner, and some 
degree of exaggeration pardonable in the circumstances, he re- 
plied, ‘Five hundred tons.’ Upon this being explained to him by 
the interpreter, the burgomaster stepped down impulsively from 
the bench, seized Mr. Luke’s hand, and, turning to his colleagues 
on the bench, said: ‘Gentlemen, as you know, I am a paper maker, 
but this gentleman manufactures as much in one day as I do in 
a year.’ 

“It is needless to add that after this Mr. Luke and his party 
were treated with great consideration during their involuntary 
detention.” 


The War and Business in the U. S. 


That the United States is on the eve of a prosperity boom has 
been doubted by a few skeptics, but the fact will not down and is 
proved in a logical way by our contemporary Tobacco. In an 
editorial article last week Tobacco says: 

“One of Tobacco’s esteemed subscribers in Boston has written 
to us as follows: ‘I have read a number of editorials in Tobacco 
in recent weeks in which you assume that great prosperity is bound 
to come to the United States in the near future as the result of 
the war in Europe. Now while no one could be more rejoiced 
than I would to see prosperity throughout the United States, is 
it not a serious mistake to encourage the hope that prosperity 
in this country can be built upon the devastation now going on in 
Europe? Is it not a fallacy unworthy of consideration by think- 
ing people that war, which is nothing more or less than the whole- 
sale destruction of property, can make any part of the world 
richer and more prosperous?’ 

“This is a broad and far-reaching question, but Tobacco will 
endeavor to answer it as clearly as possible and show why there 
is every reason to believe that the present war is practically certain 
to bring unparalleled prosperity to the people of the United States 
in the almost immediate future. 

“The surest way to judge the future is by what has happened 
under similar conditions in the past. While no exact parallel to 
the present stupendous contest can be found, the Franco-Prussian 
war of 1870 furnishes conditions so nearly similar as to admit of 
a most illuminating comparison. 

“The end of the Franco-German war found England manufac- 
turing for the world. France and the German states were indus- 
trially crippled by the war, and the United States was not at that 
time out of its swaddling clothes as an industrial power, so that the 
nations of the earth were compelled to turn to Great Britain to 
supply their wants in the way of manufactured goods. 

“What was the result? Official figures prove that the years from 
1870 to 1876 were the most prosperous that English industry had 
ever known. There was an unexampled trade expansion. So 
enormous was the demand for workmen in England that the an- 
nual wage roll was increased to the extent of more than half a 
billion dollars. 

“THE ANNUAL NATIONAL INCOME OF GREAT BRITAIN FROM THE 
SALE OF MANUFACTURED SOODS INCREASED ONE BILLION, TWO HUN- 
DRED MILLION DOLLARS IN FOUR YEARS from 1870 to 1874. Those 
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years are still referred to as the banner years in the industrial 
annals of England. 

“This is no fancy picture. The statistics are taken from the 
official records of the British Parliament, and show beyond the 
shadow of a question the enormous material benefits that came 
to English industry and commerce as a direct result of the crip- 
pling of manufacturing interests in France and the German states, 
and the destruction of life and property in the Franco-Prussian 
war. 

“GREAT BRITAIN WAS DOING THE MANUFACTURING FOR THE WORLD 
IN THOSE YEARS—THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA WILL BE DOING 
THE MANUFACTURING FOR THE WORLD IN THE NEXT FEW YEARS TO 
COME, 

“As the present war is of immeasurably vaster magnitude than 
was the Franco-Prussian war, and the wants of the world have 
been multiplied many times in the nearly half a century that has 
elapsed since 1870, it necessarily follows that the demand that is 
bound to be made upon the industries of the United States for 
manufactured goods in the next few years will have to be reck- 
oned in terms of billions rather than hundreds of millions as hap- 
pened in the case of Great Britain under similar circumstances 
some four decades ago. 

“Furthermore, the people of the United States will not have to 
wait until the end of the war for the coming of at least a portion 
of the wonderful prosperity that is to be theirs in the immediate 
future. 

“The daily newspapers announced the past week the return from 
Europe of Charles M. Schwab, with orders for steel armor-plate, 
autmobiles, and other machinery of war, aggregating a hundred 
million dollars, a large portion of which sum is to be immediately 
transmitted into wages for American workmen. 

“Orders aggregating more than two hundred million dollars ad- 
ditional for supplies and munitions for the warring nations of 
Europe have reached the United States through other channels 
in recent weeks, and as many more are bound to come in the next 
few months. 

“Tobacco has been told of one wholesale grocery house in New 
York that delayed for many weeks in sending a representative 
abroad because it did not believe that the war was going to last 
more than_a few months. This house finally changed its mind, 
and sent a man to Europe, where in the first few days after his 
arrival he almost had forced upon him orders to the amount of 
more than $100,000. He has reported to his house that these are 
mere crumbs in comparison with the big orders that he will be able 
to book before the end of the year. 

“It is not a theory, but a condition that confronts us, and as 
Tobacco has already pointed out, the time is soon coming in the 
United States when the great problem will be to find the hands 
and brains to do the vast amount of work that will be crowding 
upon the American people.” 


Canadians Enjoy Premiums on Our Checks 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Ont., December 1, 1914—Ottawa lumbermen and. pulp 
and paper manufacturers are just at present enjoying a somewhat 
unusual advantage under war conditions, that of receiving a pre- 
mium on checks received from New York or other United States 
cities for shipments. 

The amount of the premium is 1/16 per cent. which in large 
transactions amounts to an appreciable sum. It is all the more 
welcome to the trade since a short time ago, instead of receiving 
a premium, manufacturers were paying a discount, at one time 
2 per cent., and lately from % to % per cent. 

The British discount rate for exchange has also fallen some- 
what. Shortly after the war it had gone up to $6.25 for the pound 
sterling. Later, it commenced to drop and is now down to $4.88, 
as compared to the normal of $4.86 2/3 for the pound, the discount, 
of course, being in favor of the receiver as against the remitter. 





Canada’s Enemies to Work in Lumber Camps

MontTreat, Que., December 1, 1914—The Provincial Govern- 
ment has acquiesced in an arrangement by which alien enemies, 
in custody in the province, will be put to work in lumber camps 
in the province. These aliens are mostly Austrians, and to them 
the work of the lumber camps would be a welcome change to en- 
forced idleness, in interment in Montreal and other cities. Al- 
though the details of the plan have not yet been worked out, the 
proposal is to set apart portions of the Crownlands in the Abitibbi 
regions for clearing, and to sell the lumber, pulpwood and fire- 
wood thus cut. The prisoners, moreover, are to be given an op- 
portunity of permanently settling on land thus cleared, if it is 
suitable for farming. They would be paid an agreed wage, receiv- 
ing each month a certain percentage in cash with which to buy 
tobacco and small necessaries from the camp store, while the 
larger part of this wage would be placed to their credit, to be given 
them when their interment ends at the close of the war. These 
lumber camps would be at least equal in comfort to military 
prisons or concentration camps, and, because of the employment, 
would be much more healthful. As far as guarding the prisoners 
goes, it is claimed that, once the snow has fallen in the northern 
woods, escape except by the regular roads, which would be well 
guarded, would be practically impossible. 


British Trade Conditions 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Lonvon, November 20.—With the passing of the third month of 
the war it is encouraging to note that our supply of raw materials 
for papermaking, and of reel finished paper is in a comparatively 
healthy condition. The importation of reel paper for newspaper 
production last month was nearly equal to the imports in the cor- 
responding month last year, while the price was a little easier, but 
of paper not on reels a distinct decline in quantity has to be record- 
ed, though here again the value is smaller. Wood pulp shows 
a perceptible advance in price on an increased importation. Oc- 
tober this year shows a considerable falling off in quantities com- 
pared with the previous month, but it is to be remembered that 
September was in a sense abnormal, following on the disorganized 
state of things in August, consequent upon the outbreak of the war. 
Reel paper imports in October last were 274,777 cwts., compared 
with 325,199 cwts. iri the previous month, and with 280,336 cwts. 
in October, 1913; while the value, c. i. £, is calculated at an aver- 
age of $2.56 per cwt., compared with $2.60 twelve months ago. In 
September the value was midway between these limits. Both 
Sweden and Norway show a decline in their supplies of reel paper, 
the former sending 38,454 cwts. in October, or 3,307 cwts. less 
than a year ago, and the latter 70,417 cwts. or 10,289 cwts. less. 
Newfoundland, sending 117,912 cwts. increased her contribution 
by 752 cwts., while the drawings from the United States (29,024 
ewts. in October and 33,065 cwts. in September) are more than the 
equivalent of what we have lost in the case of Germany. 

Our total imports of paper not on reels came to 68,641 cwts. 
in October, a decline of 24,616 cwts. compared with October, 1913. 
In September the receipts of this class of paper was also unusually 
small, amounting to 58,345 cwts. from all sources. The value of 
this paper works out at about $3.75 per cwt., compared with $3.63 
in September and $4.21 in October, 1913. The only country send- 
ing an increased quantity was Sweden, whence came 20,513 cwts. 
as against 11,523 cwts. a year ago. Norway contributed 29,479 
ewts. as against 35,588 cwts., and Belgium 3,621 cwts. as against 
9,180 cwts. Probably this last forms the clearances of paper made 
with the fall of Antwerp, and we should be surprised to see fur- 
ther shipments from Belgium. From your side we received 3,476 
ewts., a decline of 2,920 cwts. compared with a year ago. The 
only paper hangings we received last month amounted to 69 cwts., 
as against 3,945 cwts. a year ago, the fall being due to the absence 
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of. supplies from Germany and Belgium. Wrappings and packings 
also fell off, the imports last month being 218,820 cwts. compared 
with 323,896 cwts. a year ago. It was owing to an increased supply 
from Norway that the decline was not more marked. Summing 
the whole position up, we note that the total importations of paper 
of all kinds last month-come to 1,154,375 cwts., compared with 
1,192,655 cwts. a year ago. 

Taking the whole of the importations of paper-making materials 
we see that last month we received $3,235,835 worth, compared 
with $5,191,325 in September, and with $2,502,285 in October twelve 
months ago. As regards wood pulp, the imports last month were 
47,990 tons of chemical at an average price of $41.54 per ton, and 
67,484 tons of mechanical, valued at $11.82 per ton; compared with 
36,675 tons of chemical valued at $37.98, and 58,130 tons mechanic- 
al, at $10.88 per ton. Sweden supplied the largest quantity of 
chemical pulp in October, namely 34,264 tons. In mechanical (wet) 
Canada came first with 26,037 tons, Norway being second with 
18,823 tons. 

There has been remarkably little variation in our exports of 
paper considering the factors of the present situation, diminutions 
in shipments to some quarters being set off by larger exports to 
other markets. Thus writings show a decline of only 334 cwts., 
the October shipments coming out at 20,962 cwts.; while printings 
declined by only 250 cwts., the month’s shipments being 128,206 
ewts. British possessions, and dependencies, with the exception 
of Canada, and (in writings) of South Africa, accepted increased 
amounts in the month, while foreign consumers, with the excep- 
tion of the United States, received below the normal quantities. 
Packings and wrappings exports declined sharply, as also coated 
papers and wall papers, and on this account the total exuorts of all 
classes of paper show a decline, compared with the correspond- 
ing month of 1913 of 37,541 cwts., the total shipments being last 
month 254,104 cwts. 


CLosinc or THE NortH SEA. 


The closing of the North Sea except for a certain narrow route 
has naturally had some effect upon the paper trade, though not to 
the extent suggested by Norwegian papers, which show a disposi- 
tion to complain of this action of the British Admiralty. Delays in 
transit to Norway are to be expected in the present circumstances, 
though the passage provided (from the Naze to the Farne Islands) 
does not make much difference in the length of the voyage from 
our northern ports. Certainly ships coming up the English Chan- 
nel and thence to Norway of vice versa will find the rdute longer, 
but it is hoped that any feeling of irritation will be allayed by the 
thought that this country has not taken the step of closing the 
North Sea without consideration and some compunction. A 
further course adopted by the Admiralty, and one which has more 
direct and local effect upon British trade, is the closing of the Forth 
ports. This action, according to the local authorities, will have 
the effect of closing the paper mills in the district, unless the Gov- 
ernment arrange to give railway rates from Leith, Granton, or 
some other convenient port equal to those of the closed ports. 
Representations have been made to the Government, but the result 
of these is as yet unknown. 


To Encourace DyvE MANUFACTURE. 


With regard to the question of the shortage of dye-stuffs to 
which I referred in a recent letter, the Board of Trade is taking 
steps to encourage the available sources of supply, and to encourage 
the permanent manufacture of dye-stuffs and colors in the United 
Kingdom on a large scale. At a meeting between the Board and 
twenty-two associations and firms engaged in the color using 
industries a scheme was laid before the members for the forma- 
tion of a limited company with a large capital to which the Govern- 
ment will subscribe a proportion of the share capital and guarantee 
the interest on a large Debenture issue for a term of years. 
Preliminary arrangements have been made enabling the Govern- 
ment to acquire dye-producing works in this country for the pur- 


poses of the new company, and other concerns will be secured if 
necessary. Steps are being taken to bring these proposals to a 
practical result, the meeting referred to welcoming the promised 
Governmental assistance. 


The Norwegian Pulp Situation 
(From Farmand, Christiania, November 14, 1914.) 


The utterly depressed condition of the paper trade is reflected in 
the pulp markets. Cellulose is very quiet and prices have receded 
by kr. 15 to 20 per ton from the high level reached on the outbreak 
of hostilities. 

Mechanical wood pulp is lifeless and stocks are accumulating; 
prices are quite nominal. The only thing which prevents an abso- 
lute collapse of the market is the water scarcity, Early in the 
week it looked as if a change in weather conditions were coming; 
but although the temperature has risen, and southerly winds have 
prevailed, there has been only a very slight fall of rain and the 
rivers continue falling. 

Foreign Reports 
Translations from European Contemporaries by the Parzr Trapeze Journal. 
News MANUFACTURE PROFITABLE 

Recent advices from Sweden state that the demand for news 
in Europe, particularly in England, exceeds the supply. Hence 
mills hitherto occupied on fine papers are giving their attention 
to inferior grades, which yield highly satisfactory profits. Con- 
sequently, several large parcels of ground wood, refused by 
French mills which had closed down, have been readily taken 
by English factories. 

Sulphite pulp has been the object of active inquiry, par- 
ticularly qualities with heavy fiber; prices displaying a markedly 
advancing tendency. According to latest advices, large con- 
tracts in wood pulp had been made with England from Norway. 

SCANDINAVIAN PuLp MARKET. 


Production of ground wood in the Géteborg district has been 
reduced to a daily quantity of about 130 tons dry and 600 tons wet, 
including the quantity required for the mills themselves. From all 
parts of Sweden, except Upper Norrland, there come reports of 
water being low; prospects of the grinding plants for the winter 
being unfavorable. 

Swedish stocks of sulphate and sulphite pulp are much smaller 
than was the case at the same time last year. In consequence of 
the active demand since the beginning of the war for immediate 
delivery, there is only a limited quantity of this year’s production 
yet unsold. Hence the statistical position of the article is favorable 
to sellers, prices being, moreover, unaltered. and firm. 

According to Norwegian advices the demand for wet ground 
wood has been very limited, in sympathy with the paper market. 
England seems to be abundantly provided, while France and Bel- 
gium are eliminated. Remarkable drought prevails, water for the 
cattle having to be brought from a distance by cars. The an- 
ticipated reduced production is expected to bring up prices again, 
Dry ground wood is consequently in good demand, at advancing 
prices. The pulp market is active with prices tending upwards. b. 


Shortage of Clay Casks 

It is reported from England that on account of Germany de- 
claring manufactured wood contraband of war, the English Clay 
companies are unable to get staves for their casks and many of 
them, having no stock on hand, have had to refuse cask orders. 

The Cask Association has made an increase in the price of 
casks of two shillings to two shillings sixpence per ton of clay. 

Most of the staves come from Scandinavia and Russia, and we 
are informed that three or four boatloads are held up in the 
Baltic, and as shipping there will be stopped in a week or so, 
there is little probability of these shipments reaching England. 

The mine owners are pointing out to the consumers here that 
it now means a saving of about three dollars per ton to take 
their clay in bulk and are urging them to equip to do so.

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NEWSPRINT WITHOUT SULPHITE 


Company Organized by George C. Sherman, E. M. Hall and 
F. H. Clark Will Introduce a New Process-and Appara- 
tus for Making Chemical Pulp Invented by Mr. Hall— 
Will Also Give Expert Engineering Advice.

Watertown, N. Y., November 30, 1914—A company for the 
manufacture of a process to make newsprint without the use of 
sulphite was organized last week in this city, with George C. Sher- 
man, of the Taggart Paper Company, as president, and Edward 
M. Hall, a director of the Taggart Paper Company, and Fred H. 
Clark, of New York, as its incorporators. The concern is called 
the Hall Process Corporation and was incorporated last Friday 
under the laws of the State, and has already begun business with 
offices in the Sherman Block in this city. The company has a 
capital of $100,000. The officers are: George C. Sherman, presi- 
dent; Edward M. Hall, the inventor of the process, general man- 
ager; Fred H. Clark, of New York City, secretary and treasurer, 
and Thomas Ward, of this city, chief demonstrator. 

Mr. Hall and Mr. Ward until recently occupied positions for 
several years with the St. Regis Paper Company as general super- 
intendent and groundwood superintendent, respectively, and Mr. 
Clark has been connected with Haskins & Sells, of New York, for 
the past nine years. 

Mr. Sherman made the following statement in regard to the 
company: 

“The company is organized primarily to introduce a new process 
and apparatus for making chemical pulp invented by Mr. Hall, and 
for which a patent is pending. Although the apparatus has not 
been fully installed, nevertheless the new process has been in par- 
tial operation at the mills of the Taggart Paper Company at Felts 
Mills and Great Bend for six weeks past with complete success. 
The inventor claims that he will be able to produce standard news- 
print from ground wood alone, without the use of any sulphite. 

“Mr. Hall is not ready to disclose all the details of his invention 
at present, but is willing to state that a very large increase in 
production will be secured for a given power. Moreover, the 
quality is greatly improved, the fibres produced being strong, silky 
and uniform. Ground wood is always much cleaner than sulphite, 
and a better sheet of paper with respect to cleanliness is produced 
as the percentage of sulphite is reduced. Besides this, sulphite is 
gummy and sticks to the rolls of the machine, causing many breaks 
and a consequent loss in production. Further, sulphite and ground 
wood do not require the same amount of heat to evaporate the 
water from them, and fibre from sulphite contract differently 
from ground wood, causing paper often to curl on the edges, mak- 
ing trouble on the press, But perhaps the most important result 
of Mr. Hall’s process is that it makes ground wood fibres as uni- 
form in length, thickness and strength as sulphite. This uniform- 
ity makes it possible to form a sheet of sufficient strength for 
commercial requirements solely from ground wood, and therein, 
of course, lies its practical value. 

“Tt is impossible to make ground wood with any degree of fiire 
uniformity under the old process. The stone is sharpened by the 
use of a jig, and grinds until it is dull or glazed over, when it is 
sharpened again. The quality of the product is constantly chang- 
ing, and in actual practice is never uniform. Mr. Hall has in- 
vented an apparatus which diminishes the power required, and at 
the same time preserves practical uniformity of product. Under 
the old process of making newsprint paper, long sulphite fibres 
are mixed with the necessarily diversified ground wood fibres. 
These diversified fibres are reinforced by the sulphite fibres to 
Provide requisite tensile strength for the sheet of paper. 


“The company will also render ‘services in connection with giv- 
ing expert engineering and cost accounting advice, but this feature 
of its business will only be advisory and incidental to its main pur- 
poses, and it will not enter the field already occupied by engineers 
and accountants.” 

Mr. Hall; the inventor of the new process, who has been for sev- 
eral years the general superintendent of the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany’s mills, left the employment of that company last week. Al- 
though he will retain his residence in Carthage, he will have an 
office with the Taggart Paper Company suite in the Sherman 
building here. He is considered one of the best-versed men in the 
State on the subject of the grinding of pulp and paper-making. 


WILL BATTLE ISLAND PLANT BE SOLD? 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., November 30, 1914—An animated argument was 
held before Judge Ray in the United States Court chambers at 
Norwich, Saturday afternoon, in reference to the sale of the Battle 
Island Paper Company plant in this city, free of the mortgage 
which is held by the Columbia Trust Company of New York on 
the Fulton and Canadian real estate of the bankrupt company as 
collateral security for: a $500,000 bond issue. s 

Attorney William P. Gannon appeared for the trustees, David F. 
Costello, of Syracuse, Charles N. Bulger, of Oswego, and Nelson 
P. Bonney, of Norwich, and urged the sale of the property. Will- 
iam Nottingham, acting for the bondholders, opposed it on the 
ground that the trust company should be allowed to foreclose its 
mortgage and the bondholders be permitted to take over the prop- 
erty and get what they could for it. 

Mr. Gannon said the Sulphite plant is costing the trustees in 
bankruptcy the sum of $500 a month for coal, taxes, insurance, 
etc., and that within a few days they have been served with notice 
by the companies with which the building is insured that repairs 
which would cost thousands of dollars must be made at once or 
the insurance will be cancelled. 

He said that the amount of cash in the possession of the trustees 
is not large enough to stand such: drains upon it for long, and that 
it would be only fair.to the creditors to get rid of the plant as 
soon as possible if any amount worth while can be realized. 

There would be no offer for the plant if it were put up for sale, 
Mr. Gannon said, so far as he knew; but it was not improbable 
that with the prices of pulp as high as they are at present, some 
company might be willing to take hold of the mill as a speculation, 
put it in running order and trust to the war and the scarcity of 
sulphite to make it a success. 

Nelson P. Bonney, one of the trustees, said, after the meeting, 
that no advance had been made by the Hunter interests toward 
acquiring the plant of the paper company. 

Judge Ray reserved his decision in regard to the sale of the 
plant, saying he would give the matter the earliest possible con- 
sideration and give an answer soon in order that action might not 
be delayed longer than absolutely necessary. 


Temporary Receiver for Paper Co. 

There has as yet been no time to investigate with any degree of 
closeness the affairs of the Progressive Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, of Plattsburg, N. Y., whose affairs are in the hands of Fred 
Justin, cashier of the Plattsburg National Bank, acting as tempo- 
rary receiver, but matters will be taken up as soon as possible and 
all parties will, it is assured, work in harmony to see what can 
be done to settle things as quickly as possible, and there are well- 
founded rumors that strong efforts will be made to keep this in- 
dustry from going out of existence.

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CANADIAN NEWS 


Plan to Boom Canadian Pulp and Paper in United States— 
Ontario Government to Extend Permit to Export Crown 
Lands Pulpwood—Dickie Timber Limits Taken Over by 
Royal Bank—Ontario and Minnesota Power Company’s 
Assessment Raised—Pontiac Timber Claim Still in Litiga- 
tion—Ottawa Men Buy East Canada Lands. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. } 

MontTrEAL, Que., December 1, 1914—A scheme is being dis- 
cussed in Montreal for furthering the commercial interests of 
Canada in the United States. The proposal is to form a com- 
prehensive organization, with headquarters in New York, to 
display permanent exhibits of the natural resources of the 
dominion, and to have these exhibits in charge of men who 
would be able to further business and emigration. 

Included in the commercial department it is proposed to 
have a lumber department and a pulp and paper department. 
The former would be in charge of a competent lumber sales- 
man, who would be furnished by the various mills throughout 
Canada with a list of products they desire to sell in the United 
States. These lists would be circularized among a complete 
list of all the possible buyers in the United States, with the 
result, it is thought, that in time all users of lumber would 
come to this department for possible offerings. As for the 
pulp and paper department, this would be in charge of a 
competent man who would give all information as regards 
prices and delivery at which the mills were prepared to offer 
their products in the United States. 

The organization, which would deal with all the natural 
products of the dominion in the same way, would be supported 
by membership subscriptions of Canadian manufacturers of 
from $25 to $100 a year, and by percentage varying according 
to the value of the manufacturer’s product and the expenses of 
doing business. The New York bureau, it is considered, would 
also be valuable for securing trade from South. American 
buyers. 


Royal Bank Now Owns Dickie Limits 


MontTreaL, Que., December 1, 1914.—The extensive Dickie tim- 
ber limits, in the province of Nova Scotia, which have had 
such a chequered history, are to be taken over by a new 
company—the Halifax Lumber Company, with a capital of 
$750,000. Some time ago, the mortgage given by the Maritime 
Lumber Company to the Royal Bank was foreclosed, and, at 
the sheriff's sale, the property of 300,000 acres of forest land 
was knocked down to W. A. Henry, K. C., representing the 
Royal Bank. Mr. Henry’s bid was $400,000, but the claim of 
the Royal Bank was in the vicinity of $750,000, the amount of 
the capital of the company now organized to take over the 
lands. The company is a holding and leasing one, merely 
nominal in ownership, the real proprietors being the Royal 
Bank. The lands are held to be worth double the capital of 
the company. In the present financial conditions, however, 
nothing can be done to turn them into money. 


Appeal Taken in Pontiac Timber Claim 
MontTreat, Que., December 1, 1914.—The ownership of a quarter 
share in timber limits valued at $2,500,000 is involved in an 
intricate case being argued before the Court of Appeals in 
Montreal. Edward J. Rainboth, land surveyor of Ottawa, 
seeks the reversal of a judgment of the Court of Review in the 
suit taken against M. J. O’Brien, of Montreal and Renfrew. 


The Court of Review had previously upset the finding of 
Justice Weir, who condemned M. J. O’Brien to give Rainboth 
a quarter interest in certain timber limits in Pontiac County, 
or, in default of so doing, to pay him the sum of $500,000: 
within fifteen days. Plaintiff's declaration was that, in his 
position of land surveyor, he gleaned valuable information. 
concerning the limits, which information he communicated to. 
the respondent, informing him that he could secure the limits 
by private sale for the upset price fixed for a prior public 
auction. This, however, O’Brien found he could not do, but 
some months later he bought in the greater part of the limits 
at public auction, at a higher price than Rainboth had informed 
him he could purchase them: When Rainboth had communi- 
cated his information regarding the limits, and agreement had 
been drawn up and signed by both parties that, in the event of 
the deal being put through by O’Brien’s financing, O’Brien was 
to have a three-quarters interest, while Rainboth was to have 
the remaining quarter. The respondent contends that the 
agreement referred to an arrangement, for the private purchase 
of the limits from the Quebec government, which arrangement 
never went through; further, that, when the limits were subse- 
quently purchased at public auction at a higher price; appellant 
never contended that the purchase was made under the agree- 
ment, and that appellant by his silence acquiesced in re- 
spondent’s understanding of the situation. The case is 
proceeding. 


Mild Weather Delays Camp Operations 


MontTREAL, Que., December 1, 1914.—Canada is experiencing one 
of the mildest falls in its history. The complete lack of snow, 
combined with the depressed financial conditions, is seriously 
affecting lumbering operations. Usually at this time of the 
year, laborers are being sent into the woods in droves from 
Montreal. At the present time, none whatever are being dis- 
patched. Crowds of Russian, Austrian and Italian laborers 
throng the employment bureaus looking for jobs in the woods, 
but there is nothing doing. Dispatches from western Canada 
tell of a similar state of affairs. While the pulp mills on the 
Pacific coast are increasing operations, the lumber industry 
generally is almost stagnant. Some of the sawmills have shut 
down indefinitely, and very little is being done by the others. 
In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and in northwestern Ontario, com- 
paratively few men will be sent into the woods. As an in- 
stance, the Prince Albert Lumber Company, which usually 
sends some 1,200 men into the woods, is only employing 200. 
The Rainy River Company, which usually employs 2,500, has 
only 400 in camp. The Red River Lumber Company, one of 
the big concerns for supplying prairie needs, will not employ 
any lumbermen this year. As regards Quebec province and 
Eastern Canada generally, it may be said that the ultimate 
outlook is promising, as many of the companies expect big 
European orders as soon as the war is over. It is recognized, 
however, that that may net come early enough to affect this 
season’s work. 


Australian Plants for Canadian Interests 

MonTrREAL, Que., December 1, 1914—-W. E. Shoobridge, who is 
on an official visit here from Australia, and who, as already an- 
nounced in these columns, has been visiting the pulp and paper 
mills of the province, now makes the announcement that, as a re- 
sult of his conferences with Canadians in various lines of busi- 
ness, several Canadian manufacturing firms are to open negotia- 
tions with a view to establishing branch plants in Australia. 
These companies include: Price Bros, & Co., the well-known pulp 
and paper manufacturers; the Northern Aluminum Company, 
manufacturing in Canada, but with head office at Pittsburgh; and 
the Canada Carbide Company, of Montreal.

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Another Spanish River Reorganization ? 

MontTreat, Que., December 1, 1914—The Financial Times, of 
Montreal, publishes the following in regard to the Spanish River 
mills: “A man prominently identified with the pulp and paper 
industry in Canada expresses the opinion that there will be yet 
another ‘reorganization’ of Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills. 
His argument is that this much-organized and many times financed 
concern is not yet on a practical basis. Can it be possible? Cer- 
tainly the delay in giving the shareholders the company’s ‘figures 
with regard to earnings for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, 
is not reassuring.” 


To Extend Exports of Crown Lands Wood 


Toronto, Ont., November 30, 1914—The saving of pulpwood 
and the relief of the unemployed situation in the northern parts 
of the Province of Ontario were the motives which induced 
the Ontario government last week to promise an extension of 
the permit to export Crown Lands pulpwood to the United 
States. Legislation will be introduced in January next making 
the period a few months longer. This much was pointed out 
by Premier Hearst in explaining the brief announcement. 

It is only in such districts where there are no mills that ex- 
port will be permitted. An example is to be found at Port 
Arthur, where there are no mills, but where there is consider- 
able wood. If the licensees were compelled to ship the wood 
to Sault Ste. Marie, or to the nearest mill, they would lose all 
profit, whereas, if they are permitted to ship it over the Ameri- 
can border, they will provide work for the unemployed and 
save the timber at the same time. 

“There are districts in the north,” said the premier, “where 
much timber has fallen this autumn or where it has been par- 
tially burned over. The wood would be wasted if not cut soon. 
Our action will save the wood and at the same time will pro- 
vide work for thousands of men. We are providing, however, 
that the demands of the Ontario mills must be met before 
any pulpwood is exported to the United States.” 

This step by the government is an enlargement of the bill 
which was put through the last legislature and which by throw- 
ing open pulpwood to the American buyer was designed . to 
save much valuable material in the North. 

The original prohibition of the exportation of Crown Land 
pulpwood dates back to legislation enacted by the old Liberal 
government, the aim being to keep the manufacture of pulp 
and paper within the province and to give work to Ontario 
citizens. Mr. Hearst’s statement is that there will not be any 
cutting in upon the work done locally, seeing that the Ontario 
mills must be first satisfied. In the districts where the wastage 
was about to occur, the premier added, there is hardly enough 
wood to warrant any manufacturer going to the huge outlay 
of putting in a plant. Before a manufacturer will establish 
a pulp or paper mill, said he, there must be an assurance that 
the district will offer him material for twenty or thirty years, 
which is not the case in the localities where the waste is now 
facing the province. 


Globe Does Not Approve Government’s Action 

Toronto, Ont. November 30, 1914—A somewhat remarkable 
editorial, which should appeal to pulp and paper manufacturers, 
appears in the Toronto Globe, following upon the Ontario 
government’s announcement that Crown Lands pulpwood can 
be exported to the United States for several months mere. 
The article says in part: “It would be indeed nice if the pop- 
ular theory that industry can be created by obstruction were 
only true. Obstruction is so easy. It would also be nice if 
fruits and vegetables would grow up in waste places and choke 
the weeds. This province prevented the export of pulpwood 
to make opportunities for productive work in the northern 


districts, Now the government is about to prolong exemption 
from the restriction to accomplish the same highly desir~ble 
purpose. Of course, there is more labor in a ton of print paper 
than in a ton of pulpwood, But foreigners, unreasonable 
people, will not send us a ton of paper for our ton of pulpwood. 
They will only send us a dollar’s worth of paper for our dol- 
lar’s worth of pulpwood and there is as much labor in the 
one as in the other, just as there is as much labor in a dollar’s 
worth of pig iron as in a dollar’s worth of watch springs. 
“Every industry must touch and fit into the commercial and 
industrial world at a thousand points, but as the human mind 
treats what it does not know as if it did not exist, statesmen 
undertake to create industries by obstruction and think they 
should receive the thanks of a grateful people. With regard 
to pulpwood, there is the secondary question of forest de- 
nundation. A government lacking capacity to deal with this 
by the simple process of regulating the cutting can scarcely 
succeed by the complicated and uncertain process of ob- 
structing the sale. Now that the supreme manifestation of 
governmental failure, unemployment, has become acute, the 
allowing of licenses to export pulpwood may be better than 
absolute helplessness. But executive interference, and this is 
virtually what the course of the government involves, is always 
attended with grave danger when the word of the government 
means immense gaits or losses for lessees or negotiators.” 


Fort Frances Company’s Assessment Raised 


Toronto, Ont., November 30, 1914:—It is sometimes profitable 
for corporations to appeal against their municipal assessment, 
but it did not work out that way for the Ontario and Minne- 
sota Power Company, of Fort Frances. They appealed to the 
Ontario Railway and Municipal Board last week and the judg- 
ment of that body raises the valuation on which the company 
is assessed in the town of Fort Frances for school purposes 
from $637,642 to $1,280,000. 

Under an agreement with the town, the assessment of this 
company for general municipal purposes has been fixed at 
$25,000. The company owns the valuable waterpower at the 
point where Rainy Lake empties into Rainy. River and has 
constructed extensive works both in Minnesota and Ontario, 
against which bonds have been issued for $4,000,000. When 
the town assessor made a valuation of $637,642, the company 
at once carried the appeal to the Court of Revision and that 
body raised the figures to $1,000,000. The figures were further 
confirmed by the District Judge. The Provincial Board, being 
in turn appealed to by the company, regarded the matter of 
sufficient importance to justify a direct investigation and a 
special hearing was given at Fort Frances. The board agreed 
with the previous judgments, except to raise the valuation by 
a quarter of a million. The company. has no further privilege 
of appeal. 


East Canada Company’s Timber Lands Sold 


Ortawa, Ont., December 1, 1914—Among the assets of the East 
Canada Power and Pulp Company, Ltd., of Murray Bay, which 
was recently sold in Montreal, timber limits and lands, valued 
at $108,000, were disposed of to A. E. Bradbury, of Ottawa. 
The pulp mill and plant, valued at $34,000, were also bought by 
Mr. Bradbury. Interview, the latter stated that he was acting 
for other interests whose names he was not at liberty to dis- 
close, but it is understood the mill will continue to operate 
under new management, the directorate including well known 
Ottawa men. The company had a plant at Murray Bay op- 


erated by water, steam and electric power, with fourteen wet . 


machines and twelve grinders. Its ground wood capacity was 
264,000 pounds per day. 
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A Tale of Two 


Contracts 
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Australia Wants Canadian Pulp 


Orrawa, Ont., December 1, 1914.—Further foreign trade oppor- 
tunities for Canadian pulp and paper manufacturers are outlined 
in a bulletin issued today by the Trade and Commerce Depart- 
ment to the trade. Statistics are given of the Australian paper 
trade and it is particularly stated that Canadian pulp will be 
required. 

On expert authority, it is estimated that the Australian 
paper mills will require in 1915 over 3,500 tons of sulphite, not 
mechanical, pulp, in unbleached and bleached sheets, about 32 
inches by 25 inches, packed in bales weighing about 382 pounds. 
The unbleached pulp is used in the manufacture of brown 
wrapping paper which is protected by a customs duty of $20 
per ton when of United Kingdom manufacture and $21.90*to 
$24.33 per ton of 2,240 pounds when imported from other 
countries. The bleached pulp is required for making strong 
cartridge and other papers. 

As regards South American possibilities, it is stated that 
the commodity “which today presents one of the best oppor- 
tunities to the enterprise of Canadian manufacturers is print- 
ing paper. The imports are large and are certain to increase 
with the return of normal times. Germany has been the prin- 
«cipal source of supply, with the United States second.. The 
business is one that might be of great importance to Canada 
if properly worked up.. Canada must soon look about jor 
new, permanent and steady markets. Bearing this in mind, 
it will become apparent that few countries present such an 
opening as the South American republics. They are compelled 
to purchase their supplies abroad. By 1920 it is estimated that 
Argentina should be importing at least 35,000 tons of print 
paper per year. Canadian paper has already found its way into 
Argentina and other republics, but unfortunately only through 
the medium of New York commission houses; there is nothing 
to show that organized effort has ever been made to capture 
the traac. 


Other Foreign Inquiries for Canadian Products 


Orrawa, Ont., December 1, 1914—A number of inquiries have 
lately been received by the Trade and Commerce Department from 
foreign sources for Canadian pulp and paper products. A 
Glasgow firm, for instance, desires the addresses of Canadian 
manufacturers of wood pulp who are in a position to quote 
for prompt shipment. An English firm, manufacturing ciga- 
rette papers, Bible papers, copyings, manifolds and typewriting 
papers, wishes to get in touch with Canadian importers. A 
Welsh manufacturing company invites quotations from Cana- 
dian firms who can supply pulpwood poles (4 inches to 12 
inches top and in lengths of 9 to 12 feet, barked and partly 
basted), suitable for conversion into wood fibre for packing 
purposes. 


Swedish Pulp Agent Arrives 

Per Ostberg, representative of Price & Pierce, Ltd., in Stock- 
holm, Sweden, arrived in New York last week on the Helig-Olav. 
He has been stopping at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel and has spent 
much of his time at the local office of his company at 1 Madison 
avenue, 

Mr. Ostberg wishes to make a most emphatic denial of the 
report in the daily papers-and a contemporary trade paper to the 
effect that he came as a special representative of the King of 
Sweden to Washington. He made no “rush” to Washington as 
was reported in the article in the trade paper. Mr. Ostberg did 
have some mail for the Swedish consulate, which he posted on 
arriving in New York, as it would save time. It was thought 
that by mailing the letters in New York they would reach their 
destination quicker than by regular post from Sweden. 


AMERICAN WRITING CHANGES 


Kingsley Martin No Longer Vice-President of the American 
Writing Paper Company—Resignation Will Not Affect 
Policy of the Company—A. Price Dillont and H. Chip- 
man Will Also Retire. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Hotyoxe, Mass., December 1, 1914——The most important paper 
mill news for some weeks was made public today, when it was 
announced that Kingsley L. Martin, vice-president of the American 
Writing Paper Company, had tendered his resignation to take 
effect today, December 1. As far as can be learned the resigna- 
tion has no particular significance, as Mr. Martin was appointed 
to the office to fill out the time between the resignation of former 
President W. N. Caldwell and the appointment of Arthur C, 
Hastings to the presidency. 

Great strides have been made in the “welfare and efficiency” 
work under the directive influences of Mr. Martin at the plants 
of the American Writing Paper Company. President Hastings 
said this afternoon that the resignation of Mr. Martin would in no 
way conflict with the continuation of the policy of welfare work 
that had been srarted. 

Mr. Martin, when asked regarding his plans for the future, said 
that he would undoubtedly stay out of the paper making business, 
and that he was at present considering a number of good offers 
in manufacturing enterprises. He had not, however, as yet de- 
cided which to accept. 

Mr. Martin was formerly of Brooklyn, N. Y., and it was at 
first thought that he would return there. This, however, he will 
not do, as he says he likes New England too well. Mr. Martin has 
made many friends both in this city and in Springfield, and his 
sudden withdrawal from the paper making business will be a loss 
not only to Holyoke, but to the whole community. 

Two more rather important changes have also been announced 
at the general offices*of the American Writing Paper Company. 
A. Price Dillont and H. Chipman have tendered their resigna- 
tions. No particular significance is attached to these resignations, 
and it is not likely that successors will be named to these gentle- 
men for the time being. 

Mr. Dillont has been assistant to Fred Webster in the advertis- 
ing department of the company for some time, and his resignation 
will take effect January 1. It is understood that Mr. Dillont has 
been offered a similar position elsewhere. 

Mr. Chipman had charge of the “welfare and efficiency” work 
under former Vice-President Martin. The plans for this work 
have already worked out admirably. They included the organiza- 
tion of the Eagle “A” Athletic Association, which introduced a 
baseball nine during the summer, and which is now playing a 
bowling series. The association has already made tentative plans 
for the introduction of a basketball league among the employes of 
the various divisions of the mills.

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 1, 1914—During the past ten days 
there has been no great change in water power conditions in this 
city, nor in other parts of western Massachusetts. The snowstorm 
of last week, together with the recent thaws and rains up North, 
have brought up the flow of water so that the paper mills now 
have all the water they want. It has been noticed during the 
past few days, however, that the volume of water in the Connecti- 
cut River is again declining, and the water power officials more 
than the paper mill officials are a trifle worried in the absence of 
rains. 

The paper mills do not seem to care much about water con- 
ditions, probably because general conditions are quiet. Most 
of the mills are running on a short time schedule. Some of them 
operate but three and four days a week, while others work six 
days a week, but close down a department now and then, because 
of lack of orders.

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NEWS FROM MAINE 


Crown Williamette Paper Company Incorporated with Capital 
of $13,000,000—Boston Concern to Utilize Spruce and 
Fir Waste—S. D. Warren & Co. Distribute 1,500 Tur- 
keys Among Employes—Eastern Manufacturing Company 
Fined for Breach of Fish and Game Laws. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. } 

Portiand, Me., December 1, 1914.—No little interest has been 
manifested here by the filing of articlés of incorporation by the 
Crown Williamette Paper Company with an authorized capital 
stock of $13,000,000. 

Though the company has several Portland men among the or- 
ganizers, none of these offers any information as to the future 
business of the corporation. It is learned, however, that, although 
formed in Maine, the new company will not operate in this state. 

In the articles of incorporation no place is set forth as the loca- 
tion of its activities. It is given the right to do all kinds of 
business, the manufacture of pulp and paper being the chief. 
The $13,000,000 stock is divided as follows, the stock having a 
par value of $100: Common, $5,000,000; series A preferred, 
$2,000,000; series B preferred, $4,000,000; second preferred stock, 
$2,000,000. Of the capital stock $1,500 has been paid in. 

Officers are: james C. Fox, president; Edward Woodman, 
clerk and treasurer, and directors, these two with J. A. Voter. 
All are residents of Portland. 


To Utilize Spruce and Fir Waste 


Banoor, Me., December 1, 1914——Utilization of portions of the 
spruce and fir trees which have previously been wasted is planned 
by a manufacturing firm with headquarters in Boston, whose 
representative has been through this state looking for a site to 
locate a plant, which will be used for the manufacture of chem- 
ical products from spruce and fir boughs and spills. 

The .representative has been looking over the prospects for the 
purchase of unlimited quantities of spruce and fir boughs or 
twigs, and a location for a plant at some point convenient to rail 
and water transportation. He stated that the process requires 
several large steel digesters or vats, and much steam is used, 
with electric power. “We can utilize the thousands of tons of 
spruce cuttings now left in the woods on the lumbering opera- 
tions, and the thousands of. acres of small second growth spruce 
and fir on nearby farms, which should yield a good revenue for 
the owners.” 

An almost incalculable amount of such material goes to waste 
every year in the lumber woods, and is responsible for the forest 
fire menace. There is also a vast amount of small spruce and fir 
standing in the state of Maine which is practically worthless. 


S. D. Warren Turkeys Galore 


Westsroox, Me., December 1, 1914—The Westbrook employes 
of S. D. Warren & Co., one of the largest paper manufacturing 
concerns in Maine, all had turkey for dinner Thanksgiving, not 
a single one of the more than a thousand employes being for- 
gotten by the company. A carload of turkeys, numbering 1,034 in 
all, was distributed to the men and women employed by the firm 
the day before Thanksgiving. 

Added to the birds for the Gardiner and Yarmouth plants of 
the Warren company, the number of turkeys given away by the 
company was nearly 1,500, which is thought to be the largest 
giver, by any one firm in the state of Maine. 

For the first time in many years the big S. D. Warren & Co.’s 


paper mills were closed for more than eight hours in observance 
of Thanksgiving Day, the machinery stopping at 8 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning, and not starting again until Sunday at midnight. 
This lay off is not an indication of diminished business, how- 
ever, as the Warren reports show that more finished paper has 
been shipped from the plant during the past 10 months than in 
any other similar period in the history of the mills. 


Mace Would Be Land Agent 


Aucusta, Me., November 24, 1914—Hon. Frank E. Mace, of 
Augusta, formerly of Great Pond, Hancock County, has just an- 
nounced his candidacy for the office of land agent and forest 
commissioner, the position now held by Hon. Blaine S. Viles, of 
Augusta. Mr. Mace has served as state land agent under former 
Governor Plaisted, and since that time has been employed in the 
forestry department of the Great Northern Paper Company. He 
has been a member of the Hancock County Democratic _com- 
mittee for 20 years and chairman for 10 years. 


Fined for Lifting Fish Screens 


South Brewer, Me., November 24, 1914—The Eastern Manu- 
facturing Company has just paid a fine of $50 to the State, In- 
land Fish and Game Commission for lifting the fish screens from 
Brewer lake outlet into Segeunkedunk stream. Maine corpora- 
tions in the past have lifted screens in this manner for the pur- 
pose of obtaining more water for their logs or mills, but in. so 
doing they often allow landlocked fish, which have been placed in 
ponds at a great expense by the State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, to escape into rivegs. Chief Warden Frank M. Perkins, 
who prosecuted the case, says that all infractions of the law will 
be followed up and prosecuted.

PertLanp, Me., December 1, 1914.—The men of the Berlin Mills 
& Paper Company are among the most enthusiastic bowlers. in 
the State of Maine.

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FROM THE BLACK RIVER 


Justice Emerson Defines the Rights of All Stockholders—The 
Government Paper Exhibit to Be Shown This Winter— 
Lumbering in the Adirondacks Begun. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 1, 1914.—Elijah F. Bermingham, 
of this city, gained another point in his litigation against the Dex- 
ter Sulphite Pulp & Paper Company to allow a minority stock- 
holder to examine the books of the company, when last week the 
Court of Appeals at Albany affirmed a ruling in his favor rendered 
by Justice Emerson of the Supreme Court in his favor. Mr. 
Bermingham is a stockholder in the Dexter concern and claims 
to have been refused permission to examine the books and records 
Sf the company, or to take part in the management of its affairs. 
He sued in Supreme Court and an order was granted him com- 
pelling the officers of the paper mills to open the accounts to him. 
The company appealed from this order to the Appellate Division, 
which affirmed the lower court, and the higher court has now 
affirmed the original ruling. 

This case is of importance as establishing a precedent, accord- 
ing the right to the accounts to all stockholders. In his memo- 
randum, Justice Emerson held that a small stockholder was as 
much entitled to know the financial condition of the concern in 
which he had invested as a larger stockholder. 


Government Exhibit to Be Shown in Watertown 
Watertown, N. Y., December 1, 1914——Some time during the 
coming winter those of this section.interested in the paper busi- 
ness will have an opportunity to observe the splendid government 
paper exhibit in Watertown. Secretary Francis H. Lamon, of the 
local chamber of commerce, has been informed by the Secretary 
of the Interior that this exhibit will be sent here this winter. It 
has not been customary to show this in a city as small as Water- 
town, but on account of this being the center of the paper industry 

of this section of the State, an exception has been made. 


Thief Steals Thanksgiving Turkey 

Watertown, N. Y., December 1, 1914—Former Mayor C. D. 
Bingham, now treasurer of the Bagley & Sewall Paper Machine 
Manufacturing Company, of this city, had the misfortune of 
losing his Thanksgiving turkey just as it was prepared for dinner. 
A thief entered his back door and got away with the fowl. It 
was later returned by the police after the thief had been appre- 
hended attempting to sell it to one of his neighbors. 


Lumbering Operations Start 

Watertown, N. Y., December 1, 1914—A number of the large 
lumber companies of this section have already started operations 
in the Adirondacks. This is considered much earlier than usual. 
Among those to begin now are the Newton Falls Paper Company, 
having a large tract near Cranberry Lake; the Mac-a-Mac Lum- 
ber Company, which is cutting a twenty-eight thousand acre tract 
on Brandeth Lake for the St. Regis Paper Company, of this city; 
and the A. Sherman Lumber Company, of Potsdam, which has 
tracts in the St. Regis and Racquette River countries. 

A recent fall of snow left over two feet in the woods, and should 
it remain it is expected that the woodsmen will have this year’s 
peel of logs on the skids much earlier than usual. 

Last year the Newton Falls Company purchased a new steel tug 
to haul the log rafts down Cranberry Lake so that the logs might 
be floated down the Oswegatchie to the mill at Newton Falls, 
where a portion of the logs will be used for market lumber and 
the rest for ground wood and sulphite pulp.

Nriacara Fats, N. Y., November 30, 1914—The Falls Inter- 
national Paper Company plant is running capacity these days and 
nights to keep up with the large amount of orders recently received.

Robert M. Meyers, treasurer of the Garden City Paper Com- 
pany at St. Catharines, Ont. who died last October, left an 
estate valued at $373,000, $275,000 of which was in personal proper- 
ty, and $97,000 in real estate. 

Today the Wood End Container Company of Sanborn, which 
recently combined with the Tonawanda Board and Paper Com- 
pany, started the work of moving the machinery to Tonawanda. 

The Lincoln Paper mill at Merritton, Ont., has been closed for 
the winter. Lack of orders because of war time is given as the 
cause. The Riordon Paper Company at Thorold, Ont., has in- 
stalled a new wet machine, which is said to be the first of its 
kind in the Dominion. 


BRITISH TRADE NOTES 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

A barge laden with seventy-five tons of wood pulp caught fire on 
the Thames near Rotherhithe, and had to be sunk. 

Mr. Herbert Partington, of the firm of Olive & Partington, 
paper makers of Manchester, has been re-elected Mayor of Glos- 
sop. 

China clay producers here are forming an association with the 
object of maintaining prices and regulating the output during the 
war. 

The British Board of Trade states that employment in the paper 
trade is fairly good as a whole, although there is a reported reduc- 
tion in employment of 4.1 per cent., compared with October, 1913. 
Further short time is also reported. 

The Star Paper Company, Ltd., Blackburn, made a profit of 
$22,500 in the last half year, and have paid dividends which bring 
the total dividend for the year to 10 per cent,, which is 1%4 per 
cent. below what was paid in 1912-13. 

The British Consul at Christiania, Norway, reports that a new 
company, named the A. S. Vestfos Cellulosefabrik, for the manu- 
facture of paper and cellulose, has been formed at Vestfossen 
Ovre Eker, with a nominal capital of $250,800. 

According to the Canadian Trade Commissioner, of Portland 
House, Basinghall street, London, a Glasgow firm is inquiring for 
shipments of Canadian wood pulp, and a Welsh firm for Canadian 
pulpwood poles for conversion into wood fibre for packing. 

The china clay industry of Cornwall is not very prosperous 
just now as the American orders, which it was hoped would do 
much to set off the efficiency created by the absence of German 
business, have not, it is reported, come up to expectations, and 
are now dropping off. A large number of men in Cornwall are 
unemployed, and others are working short time. 

J. W. Miller, of the Star, Johannesburg, South Africa, writes 
that the town of Johannesburg is the only place where a paper 
mill could be successfully operated in the colony, and suggests 
that the mill should be one of two machines, One 120 in. wire, and 
the other 80 in, wire. Mr. Miller also states that he has under 
consideration the installation of such a mill, for which he would 
be able to obtain locally 1,000 tons of Spanish reed per month, as 
raw material, but the.war has “hung” the matter up.

Dayton, O., November 30, 1914—One of the most interesting 
sessions under the auspices of the Greater Dayton Association was 
that held the past week at the dollar dinner given at the Algon- 
quin in honor of H. G. Wilson, of Toledo, president of the Na- 


tional Industrial Traffic League. Mr. Wilson is recognized as an 
authority on traffic matters and is at the head of an organization — 
composed of 150,000 shippers and receivers. 


Dayton Men Join National Commerce Body 

Dayton, O., November 30, 1914.—The recent visit of John Fahey, 
president of-the Chamber of Commerce of the United States, to 
this city, was ‘an event of great significance in business circles. 
Mr. Fahey came here as the guest of the Greater Dayton Asso- 
ciation: and a splendid banquet was given in his honor at Rike- 
Kumler’s. Mr. Fahey delivered a stirring address, declaring that 
Dayton was considered the most ambitious city in the land, its 
recovery from a terrible disaster having been the talk of the world, 

“Efficient organization’ of business men is the fundamental prin- 
ciple upon which all commercial progress must be based,” he said. 
He then explained how Boston had made a wonderful success of 
amalgamating its organizations, and dwelt at some length on the 
work of the United States Chamber of Commerce. He told how 
former President Taft had called the leading business men of the 
country to the national capital for a conference. It was plainly 
shown that business men allowed persons other than business men 
to represent them in the matter of legislation and that as a result 
they were not, in fact, represented at all. As a sequel to this ad- 
dress the 750 business men assembled appointed committees and a 
board of directors and formed a local branch of the National 
Chamber of Commerce. That chamber ‘now represents 630 or- 
ganizations in every state, except one, and represents a membership 


. of 300,000. This organization is able to crystallize on the questions 


of the day as they come before Congress by the referendum. 


Collector Beats Off Highwayman 

Dayton, O., Nevember 30, 1914—Clarence E. Boggs, a paper 
finisher, employed at the Champion Coated Paper Company’s mills 
at Hamilton, had a narrow escape from death the other day at 
the hands of a highwayman who accosted him early in the evening, 
near the mills. 

Boggs had been deputized by a Hamilton mercantile concern to 
make collections of accounts among mill employes, and had checks 
totaling $700 in his possession, as well as an equal amount of cash 
in his overcoat pockets, constituting his day’s collections. Just as 
he left the mill to go home, at 6:30 p. m., a man stepped from the 
shadow of the street and made a grab for his overcoat, at the 
same time making a move as if to shoot. Boggs immediately 
thought of the large sum of money in his pockets and made a 
vicious swing at the robber, hitting him in the neck and tripping 
him. Taking advantage of his opportunity, he ran, escaping the 
robber and saving his cash. Boggs was unable to give a good 
description of the man, on account of the darkness and the speed 
with which he eluded him, and there is little chance of his capture. 
It was a close call, however, from one of the biggest robberies in 
the history of the town.

Pulp and Paper Manufacturers Protest Against Increased 
Freight Rates—Moving Pictures That Are Helpful to the 
Workingman—To Build Another Addition to Mill—Wis- 
consin Manufacturers’ Association Annual Meeting—Al- 
bert Boyce Has a Partial Stroke of Paralysis. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., December 1, 1914——The Pulp and Paper Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, of which organization practically every 
company in that line in Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota are 
members, has filed a complaint with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission at Washington protesting against increased rates on 
pulp paper shipped from Wisconsin and Michigan points to 
destinations in other states. The complaint, according to the 
understanding of manufacturers in this valley, was filed at Wash- 
ington last Saturday. 

The increased rates were proposed in a tariff filed by agent 
W. S. Hosmer on behalf of the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul 
tailroad and various other roads doing inter-state business in 
this section of the country, and they became effective on Novem- 
ber 16. The commission is asked to cancel the advance in the 
tates, and to establish rates that will be considered reasonable on 
the part of the shippers. 

It is contended in the complaint that the members of the Pulp 
and Paper Association are subjected to undue prejudice and dis- 
advantage “in marketing their products under the increased rates 
which are declared to discriminate in favor of manufacturers in 
other states and in the Canadian provinces,” and prompt relief 
is asked, The complaint avers that sixty pulp and paper com- 
panies comprise the Pulp and Paper Association, many of them 
being located within the territory affected by the new freight 
schedule.

Northern Mills Planning Another Building 

Appleton, Wis., December 1, 1914—It is announced that an- 
other large addition to the plant of the Northern Paper Mills 
Company at Green Bay will be built in the spring if business-con- 
ditions continue to improve. The addition will be 70x120 feet 
and two stories in height. A portion of the addition will be for 
manufacturing purposes and the remainder as additional ware- 
house space. The company’s buildings now have a floor space 
of five acres. 


“Safety First’’ Motion Pictures 

Appteton, Wis., December 1, 1914-—Experimental motion pic- 
tures presented in two of the largest cities of the state under 
the auspices of the Wisconsin Industrial Commission have proven 
far more successful than was anticipated, and for that reason the 
«<ommission has decided to broaden this phase of activity so as to 
take in the entire state and give employers and workmen in 
very locality. opportunity of learning through their eyes the 
dangers and pitfalls that beset them in their daily work unless 
they observe the rules of safety first. The commission’s inquiry 
into the field of motion picture lessons has convinced every mem- 
ber that the point struck home, and that motion pictures may 
be made a most valuable instrument in the matter of avoiding 
industrial accidents. 

Actual reproductions of machinery in motion, factory workers 
at their lathes and superintendents and. “straw bosses” on the 
job seem to rivet the attention of the audiences. Employers and 
employes alike are interested. There is an unmistakable atmos- 
phere of interest when suddenly the hero of a picture play crushes 


his arm in an unguarded machine. This, of course, is the lesson 
the commission is striving to bring out in connection with its 
effort to have all dangerous parts of machinery well guarded. 

Already “safety first” motion picture plots are in process of 
production. The commission, convinced of the utility of this 
kind of work, has men out in the state securing data for plots 
that fit local situations. For instance, films having to do with 
the manufacture of paper and pulp will be made for use in most 
cities of the Fox and Wisconsin river valleys, where the chief 
industrial activity is in those lines. It is expected representa- 
tives of the commision will be in Appleton in the near future to 
film interiors of various paper and pulp mills. 


Annual Meeting of Manufacturers’ Association 

AppLeton, Wis., December 1, 1914—The annual meeting of the 
Wisconsin Manufacturing Association was held last week in 
Milwaukee. Among the officers elected was Frank J. Sensen- 
brenner, of the Kimberly-Clark Company, Neenah, who was 
chosen treasurer. Judson G. Rosebush, of the Patten Paper 
Company, of Appleton, and William L. Davis, of the Dells Pulp 
& Paper Company, of Eau Claire, were elected as members of the 
board of directors. The association discussed the matter of ex- 
tending foreign business, especially in South America. It seems 
the consensus of opinion among paper manufacturers of this 
part of the state, however, that the field for trade extension in 
their line as far as South America is concerned is very limited.

Mass., gave way last week, allowing the water to flood the halls 
and staircases, which are directly beneath the tank. It is said the 
pressure of the town system was greater than that of the tank, 
which caused the valve packing to become loosened. After the 
water had been checked, the workmen were obliged to empty the 
tank before repairs could be made. 


News of the Mills 


The pulp mill of the United Paperboard Company, at Fairfield, 
Me., is shut down for a few weeks. 

Fred Weeks, employed in the International paper mill at Rum- 
ford, Me., lost three fingers from his left hand last week in the 
buzz planer. 

Fire in airshaft over paper machine of George W. Wheelwright 
Paper Company mills, North Leominster, Mass., on November’ 26, 
did $500 damage. : 

The York Haven Paper Company resumed operations at its 
plant at York Haven, Pa., last Thursday week. The plant was 
closed about fifteen days for the purpose of making some repairs. 

President Clayton S. Delano, Treasurer Clapp and other officials 
of the Penobscot Chemical Fibre Company recently made an in- 
specticn of the work on the new pulp mill which the company is 
building at Great Works, Me. 

Michael McGlynn, aged 50 years, was found unconscious last 
week in the yard of the Oxford Paper mill, in Rumford, Me., 
where he was employed, suffering from a shock of paralysis. At 
the hospital he was unable to use the right side of his body or to 
articulate. 

John Hunter, employed at the Riverside Paper Company, divi- 
sion American Writing Paper Company, in Holyoke, Mass., felt 
down the elevator shafting November 25 and received injuries that 
will incapacitate him from the performance of his duties for sev- 
eral weeks. 

The Bear River Paper Company’s new wood room, at Petoskey, 
Mich., to replace the one destroyed by fire last summer, has been 
completed and will immediately be occupied by the apparatus. The 
new structure has cement walls 20 feet in height and the floor 
space measures 42 x 61 feet. 

The Caledonian Mill, owned by the United Paperboard Com- 
pany, at Whippany, N. J., started up Monday morning of last 
week, and it is believed that this mill will now run on full time 
during the winter. The Caledonian has been closed down the 
greater part of the summer. 

A hot box, caused by a revolving fan in a cupola 65 feet above 
the floor, set fire to the woodwork on the roof of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company’s plant at Bellows Falls, Vermont, Novem- 
ber 25. The roof of the cupola was partially burned before the 
blaze could be extinguished. 

The many friends of Hugh M, Boyle, who was injured at the 
Anchor Company Paper Mills, Windsor Locks, Conn., will be 
pleased to learn the injuries are not as serious as first supposed. 
He went to the Springfield Hospital, where an X-ray examination 
showed no bones broken and the elbow in proper shape. 

While at work in the crew that has been repairing the dam at 
the International Paper Company at Cartunk Falls, Me., the other 
day, W. R. Tuscon, who was nailing cleats on the dam, missed his 
footing and went over the apron, landing on the rocks below, a 
distance of about 25 feet. He landed on his feet and escaped with 
nothing worse than a cut on his thigh. 

A team of horses belonging to the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, and valued at $200, were drowned at the Fenjmore plant 
last week when they plunged into the flume. The animals were 
backing out of the building. The driver for the moment forgot 
that he was close to the tank and reined the horses to the edge of 
the opening. Realizing his perilous position he jumped from the 
wagon just as the vehicle was starting over the incline.

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@pporhimities for Expanding Exports 


Despite the wholesale destruction of property abroad by the 
European war, there is no longer any doubt that an era of un- 
precedented prosperity is beginning in this country, due to a great 
extent to the resultant paralysis of industry in the countries in- 
volved in that conflict. In addition to curtailing this country’s 
purchases abroad, the war has already begun to drive European 
consumers into our markets in their efforts to fill their home 
needs or to supplement their necessarily contracted buying of 
home-made goods. 

With five of the Continental countries crippled industrially by 
this war, it is only natural that the consumers of these countries 
should turn to the United States to supply their wants in manu- 
factured goods, and the’ only problem which now confronts the 
American manufacturer is how to obtain payment for what he 
has to offer. 

Evidence that Europe will continue to buy extensively in this 
country, provided that it is able to obtain satisfactory credits 
here, is furnished by the experience of Great Britain in the six 
years following the Franco-Prussian war. of 1870 when conditions 
somewhat similar to those now existing forced both France and 
Germariy to seek their supplies in the first-mentioned country. 

The United States missed the opportunities which thus came 
to Great Britain only because it was not sufficiently developed 
industrially at that time to be selected as Europe’s purchasing 
center. Great Britain’s records for the years from 1870 to 1876 
show that this period was the most prosperous which British 
industry had ever known; that its trade expansion was unprece- 
dented. It was then doing the manufacturing for the world. The 
results of the Franco-Prussian war were meager compared with 
those already noted in the present stupendous contest in Europe. 
With Great Britain itself now involved in this war of wars, it 
is only reasonable to suppose that the United States will be com- 
pelled to do the manufacturing for the world during the next 
few years. 

On the score of obtaining payment for the goods which this 
country sells abroad, advice, given by Sir George Paish, special 
advisor to the British Treasury, in an interview appearing in the 
December issue of System, is of interest. Sir George points 
toe the problem presented by the difficulties which foreign buyers 
will experience in paying for the goods which America has for 
sale until fresh credit facilities have been provided to replace 
those which have been discontinued in Europe as a result of the 
war. He admits that some offset to Europe’s indebtedness to us 
will undoubtedly be supplied by our purchasers abroad, but he 





expresses the belief that a settlement of the indebtedness of most 
European countries is not to be expected in gold at this time, as 
virtually all the countries, except England, are unwilling to re- 
lease their gold for anything except war purposes. 

This authority is therefore inclined to advocate a third method 
of obtaining payment, by the acceptance of the securities issued 
He says unequivocally that, if 
the United States takes the place of Great Britain and France 
as the world’s bankers and the American people are willing to 


by or in the purchasing countries. 


make loans to any country which can furnish the necessary secur- 
ity, by investing their capital in any part of the world where it 
can be usefitlly and profitably employed, the expansion of this 
country’s export trade will be limited only by the amount of money 
which it has available for investment in other lands. 


Byestufis Problem Nearing Solution 


Seemingly needless fears are now being expressed in some ° 


quarters concerning the consequences of a possible shortage in the 
United States of the so-called “developers” needed in conjunction 
The fact 
that the first two special consignments of dyestuffs which have 
recently reached this country from Germany via Rotterdam have 
included none of these “developers” is made the basis for this 
complaint and has inspired the latest bugaboo in the dyestuffs 
situation, 


with coal tar colots in dyeing, as oil is used in paint. 


Apparently the calamity criers who have unearthed this skeleton 
of famine in synthetic colors are ignorant of the fact that the 
recent special cargoes of coal tar derivatives; which have reached 
this country on the steamships Matanzas and Sun, have consisted 
chiefly of aniline colors, which already contain diphenylamine, 
or the so-called “developer,” and are ready to be used immediately 
in dyeing, without the addition of any other ingredient or as- 
sistant, and furthermore that all of the twenty-five shipments 
which are yet to be made from the German plants along the 
Rhine to the neutral ports of Holland and thence to the United 
States will likewise embrace large quantities of these aniline 
colors with the “developers” already included in them. It is 
therefore only in the American manufacture of the finished aniline 
colors that these “developers” are now needed and the steadily 
augmented output of a few domestic plants gives convincing 
evidence of the efforts of the American chemical interests to fill 
this want as speedily as possible. 

It is true that the American production of aniline colors is being 
handicapped seriously by the lack of an adequate supply of 
diphenylamine but the domestic consumers of aniline colors are 
not depending upon the American output of the finished coal tar 
goods at present, as they realize that the home manufacture of 
these articles is impeded by the inability of domestic interests to 
obtain any of the so-called “intermediaries” or semi-finished coal 
tar products from Germany and, in the case of the “developers,” 
by that country’s unwillingness to permit the export of this par- 
ticular commodity because -of the possibility of its use as a neu- 


tralizer in the manufacture of explosives. American consumers 


of aniline colors, however, are already experiencing great relief, 


from the hitherto existing shortage of the finished goods and look 
forward to still further ease in the situation through contemplated 
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additional imports of these products from Germany by way of 
Holland. 


The uproar over the present scarcity of “developers,” which 
has thus been raised by panicky individuals is wholly baseless 
and merely serves to illustrate the haste with which some persons 
begin to cry “wolf” when the shaggy beast with ravenous fangs 
is not visible nor likely to appear. The only scintilla of truth 
in the laments now being voiced about the dyestuffs situation in 
this country lies in the belated character of the shipments from 
Germany through the neutral ports and the refusal of the German 
chemical interests to permit the exportation of the coal tar “inter- 
mediaries” which the American chemical plants are able to con- 
vert speedily into the finished coal tar colors and other derivatives. 

It is on this score only that American users of the synthetic 
dyestuffs have a legitimate complaint to make against the German 
chemical interests, who have recently formed an organization 
known as the German Chemical Industry Protective Association, 
whose principal purpose it is to maintain a virtual monopoly in 
coal tar derivatives by preventing the exportation from Germany 
of any and all semi-finished products capable of being worked up 
into finished goods with the somewhat limited equipment of most 
of the American plants which are not prepared to make the crude 
coal tar, plentifully supplied in this country, into these. finished 
coal tar products, including the much-needed dyes. Only a few 
American plants are now equipped with the apparatus required 
for converting the crude coal tar into the synthetics of commerce 
and the output of these plants is a negligible factor in the situation, 
being insufficient for the needs of more than two or three textile 
manufacturers. Other chemical plants in this country could quickly 
instal the additional equipment for making the finished products 
from the crude coal tar, but are restrained from doing so by the 
knowledge that, although they could now compete successfully 
with the German goods, by reason of the relatively high prices 
commanded by these commodities since the beginning of the 
European war, they could not hope to market their output in 
competition with’ the German articles, when the conflict abroad 
ends and shipments from Germany again reach a normal volume 
under the existing tariff law. 

These American plants are willing and eager to instal the equip- 
ment needed to produce the finished goods from crude coal tar, 
albeit such installation will necessitate the expenditure of many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, provided that they receive some 
assurances from the government of adequate protection through 
the building up of a sufficiently high-tariff wall as soon as a cessa- 
tion of hostilities abroad makes possible the flooding of the 
American markets with the German goods. 

Meanwhile, however, the American user of dyestuffs must de- 
pend heavily, if not entirely, upon the output of the German 
plants for his supply or, more exactly, upon the good will of 
‘Germany in permitting adequate shipments of these goods to the 
United States, upon the proviso that they shall be consumed in 
this country and not reshipped to any other country. Even this 
rather satisfactory state of affairs is not so bad as it has been 
painted, and the outlook is growing brighter daily. 

Except for a brief period at the outset of the European war, 
there has been no time when some shipments of the German- 
made dyestuffs have not beem made through the neutral ports, and 


especially through Rotterdam by the Holland-American liners, 
and, since the committee of American chemical importers and 
users of these dyestuffs has begun its work of relieving the grow- 
ing shortage of these goods in this country, two comparatively 
large special consignments, consisting of more than 7,000 tons of 
these coal tar derivatives, have reached New York in American 
bottoms, by the specially-chartered Matanzas and the oil-tank 
steamer Sun, while another special cargo is now on its way here 
on the steamship Obidense and twenty-four additional special 
shipments have been scheduled. Still further arrangements for 
liberal consignments of dyestuffs are being made in Germany by 
the head of one of the leading importing houses who is’ now in 
that country. 

It is therefore evident that this country’s needs in these goods 
will soon be well supplied, especially as evidence of a large ex- 
portable surplus of German products has been furnished by the 
newly-appointed commercial attaché of the American embassy at 
Berlin, who says that the piers at Rotterdam are filled to over- 
flowing with coal tar products which have been sent down the 
Rhine to that port for shipment to the United States. 

This same authority has made a suggestion worthy of con- 
sideration in the efforts now on’ foot to lower the cost of the 
German-made dyestuffs and other coal tar products while also 
reducing this country’s indebtedness abroad and obviating the 
shipment of more gold to Europe. Briefly summarized, this sug- 
gestion is to ship American cotton now offered at 7 cents a pound 
in New Orleans, to Germany, where it is commanding 22 cents 
a pound, and carry home, in the same American ships which 
take the cotton abroad, as much of the German synthetics as are 
required on this side of the Atlantic. If this suggestion is speedily 
adopted, and there is now every reason to believe that it will be, 
the dyestuffs problem will be solved to the satisfaction of all 
American consumers, though no material progress will thus be 
made in the direction of developing the industry of dyestuff 
making at home.

Vegetable Parchment Company to Double Its Plant — Pur- 
chases Food and Clothing for Belgians — $18,406.16 
Suit Settled—Box Company Machinery Transferred from 
Battle Creek to Grand Rapids—Building Destroyed by 
Fire Is Rebuilt. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Katamazoo, Mich., November 30, 1914.—This week saw the be- 
ginning of the construction of the big addition to the plant of the 
Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment ‘Company. The new building, 
which will be 70 x 327 feet, will be of the same size of the present 
plant, giving the company just twice the room for its business that 
it now has. The contract was let Saturday for the basement. It 
is expected to have the foundation completed before freezing 
weather sets in. The contract for the erection of the~ building, 
which will be of brick and concrete, will be let during the coming 
week and the company officials hope to have the new structure 
ready for occupancy early in 1915. 

Finishing touches are now being placed on the plans and they 
call for the erection of an ideal factory building. The company 
since starting business has enjoyed a most unusual growth. It 
has on previous occasions found it necessary to enlarge its plant, 
and now increased business forces the doubling of its capacity. 
The plant since early in the fall has been operated night and day. 
Some of this increase in business is due to the war in Europe, 
which has forced parchment companies across the Atlantic to close 
down. ‘ 

The company is at present negotiating with the English war 
department, which may result in the purchase by that government 
of a large per cent. of the output of a certain grade of paper pro- 
duced by the Kalamazoo company. It is well known that the 
Kalamazoo concern produces a paper which is almost like linen 
and much more endurable, and it can be easily used in Red Cross 
work on battlefields and in hospitals. The company has reason 
to believe that this contract will be landed, as no other concerns 
in the country can produce anything like this material, and English 
officials have expressed themselves as highly pleased with it. 


Helping the Belgian Sufferers 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., November 30, 1914—Among the cities which 
have been doing effective relief work for the Belgians, Kalamazoo 
is to be numbered. And among those who have done much to 
make the relief movement a success in Kalamazoo is Mrs. F. M. 
Hodge, wife of the president of the Kalamazoo Paper Company. 
Mrs. Hodge was a member of the relief executive committee and 
one of its most active workers. Kalamazoo raised cash and with 
this money purchased food and clothing, a sufficient amount to 
fill one big box car. Nearly $2,000 in cash was raised within an 
exceedingly short time, and the food is now on its way to the 
sufferers across the Atlantic. 


Standard Paper Company Settles City Suit 

Katamazoo, Mich., November 30, 1914—This week City Treas- 
urer Kline received a check from President Bartlett Dickinson of 
the Standard Paper Company for $18,406.16, in full payment of 
the judgment and interest that the city secured against the com- 
pany two years ago. With the payment of the check came the 
announcement that the company had abandoned its plan to erect 
a box factory in connection with the mill. The company has had 
under consideration for some time the building of this factory, 
but the persistence of certain city officials in a matter over which 
present officials of the paper company had no control, resulted in 


the payment of the judgment and the loss of a new industry to 
the city. The judgment was secured after the city had found that 
some former employe of the Standard Paper Company, through 
a desire to make his own work easier, had turned on city water 
through a water main that was not metered.. The city claimed 
that this had been done for years and a jury in circuit court gave 
the city a judgment for the entire amount it sought. 


Box Company Moves to Grand Rapids 

KataMazoo, Mich., November 30, 1914.—The last machine of 
the Illinois-Michigan Fibre Box .Company, of Battle Creek, was 
taken down this week and shipped to Grand Rapids, Mich., where 
it has been consolidated with the American Box Board Company. 
The Battle Creek company at one time employed over 60 men, 
and was doing an exceptionally good business. Last summer 
arrangements were made whereby it was taken in on. the consoli- 
dation of several boxboard factories in Grand Rapids, and now 
the machinery has been moved to that city and the Battle Creek 
plant closed down. The company manufactured shipping cases, 
buying its paper board in the open market. This was one of the 


features which worked to the disadvantage of the company. The - 


Grand Rapids company has just installed its own paper machines, 
and will produce its own board. 

General Manager J. E. Fellows, who has had charge of the 
plant in Battle Creek, will not go to the Grand Rapids company. 
He has not made his plans for the future. J. Cleary, who was 
superintendent of the plant, will go to Grand Rapids with the new 
compaty. The American Box Board Company has just finished 
installing its second paper machine. 


New Wood Room Completed 

KaLamazoo, Mich., November 30, 1914—The new wood room 
of the Bear River Paper Company’s mill at Petoskey, Mich., to 
replace the one destroyed by fire during the summer, has been com- 
pleted and will be occupied at once. The new building is 42 x 61 
and its side walls are 20 feet high. It is made’ almost entirely out 
of concrete and is fireproof. The room is badly needed and officials 
of the company are anxious to get it in operation.

EXPERIMENTS ON PAPER MAKING MATERIALS 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Wasuincron, D. C., December 1, 1914.—In the annual report of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry to the Secretary of Agriculture 
several items of particular interest to the paper trade are mentioned. 
In speaking of what has been done by the Bureau regarding paper 
and under the head of “Sorghum bagasse as paper stock” the re- 
port says: - 

“Two tons. of sorghum bagasse, the waste seoeuct of the sorg- 
hum-sirup industry, were tested in a commefcial way in a straw- 
board mill at Coffeyville, Kans. The test was successful, and 
manufacturers pronounced the board suitable for certain classes 
of commercial work.” The report makes the following announce- 
ment regarding paper making from hemp products: 

“Various hemp products, including line, tow, flying, and stalks, 
fresh, retted, and unretted, were subjected to semicommercial 
tests in regard to their paper value. Very promising results were 
obtained, the papers being soft and of a good white color. If 
properly employed with fibre of different quality, hemp products 
should yield suitable printing and book papers. It appeared from 
the tests that certain of these products might with advantage be 
treated differently for the manufacture of far higher grades of 
paper. Indeed a paper was made from the flyings which was a 
very close approach to the thin, soft; opaque ‘Oxford’ or ‘Bible’ 
papers which are so highly prized.” In speaking of the tests with 
flax straw for making paper, the report goes on to say: 

“Three large tests were conducted at a co-operating paper mill at 
Cumberland Mills, Me., in an endeavor to produce a printing or 
writing paper. The early results were not encouraging. Later 
experiments, both in the laboratory and in the mill, have yielded 
such promising results that special attention is now being devoted 
to the manufacture of high-grade board stock suitable for shoe 
counters, toes, and strong wrapping stock, possibly suitable for 
cement sacks,”

Defends San Francisco Hotels 


San Francisco, November 23, 1914. 
Editor, Paper Trape JourNAL: 

In the Paper Trape JournaL of November 5th we notice a let- 
ter from a correspondent complaining of the high hotel rates. 

Among the large hotels of San Francisco undoubtedly one can 
find as expensive accommodations in San Francisco, if he wants 
them, as anywhere else in the world, but he can also put up at the 
large hotels if he desires at a much less rate. 

The hotels have given assurance that they will not raise their 
rates during the exposition year and we take pleasure in enclosing 
copies of the resolutions passed in a recent meeting of the hotel 
associations of San Francisco.

Editorial Bureau of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition: 


Assures Reasonaste Horet Rates 


“Protect our guests” is the slogan of the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition. It is not following the precedent of any 
previous exposition. 

All the hotels of San Francisco and the many bay cities have 
been organized into the Official San Francisco Hotel Bureau and 
by means of this bureau an assurance is given 1915 visitors that 
there will be no rise in hotel rates; and the charges of each may 
be known before the traveler starts for the Exposition City. 

Until November there existed two separate hotel associations 
with a membership of approximately 400 hotels. These two or- 
ganizations had given pledges to the exposition that their rates 
would remain the same during 1915 as before. But the exposition 
merely had the pledges of less than one-third of the hotels open 
for 1915 visitors. 

Early in November George Hough Perry, director of exploita- 
tion of the exposition, set out to organize all the hotels into a 
single exposition bureau which should be controlled by exposition 
officials. A meeting was called of representatives of every hotel 
organization and of the hotels not members of any organization. 
The hotel managers and proprietors were shown the advantages 
of forming a new organization and were assured of assistance 
from the exposition if assurance would be given against over- 
charging the 1915 visitors. 

After two meetings the hotel owners and managers passed the 
following resolutions: 

“Whereas, It is recognized by the hotel men of San Francisco 
and vicinity that the honor of the State of California, the reputa- 
tion of the city of San Francisco and the success of the great 
exposition depends in large measure upon the manner in which 
exposition visitors are received, accommodated and treated in 1915. 
Therefore, we, as representing the overwhelming majority of all 
classes of hotels in San Francisco, Berkeley and Oakland, con- 
scious of our responsibilities to the city, do hereby 

“Resolve, That the hotel interests as a whole recognize their 
common interest with the exposition in securing the highest de- 
gree of comfort and convenience for visitors at the lowest possible 
rates, and be it further 

“Resolved, That any hotel, restaurant, taxicab company or other 
organization which practices or permits extortion or abuse of ex- 
position visitors is a menace to the interests and a danger to the 
reputation and credit of San Francisco and California; also be it 

“Resolved, That the plan of cooperation between the hotel in- 


terests and exposition management providing fair rates and gen- 
eral convenience and protection to visitors is hereby approved.” 

The official San Francisco Hotel Bureau will be a department 
of the exposition. The expenses of the bureau are to be borne by 
the exposition and the operation of the bureau will be directly 
under control of a hotel committee, formed by thirteen active hotel 
men. All reputable hotels of San Francisco and vicinity have been 
invited to join the bureau and in order to secure registration the 
rates must be given a guarantee not to raise these rates during 1915. 

The exposition will publish and distribute over the country the 
list of hotels and their rates contained in the official Exposition 
Hotel Guide. 

A central bureau of information will be opened in San Fran- 
cisco with branch offices at the Ferry Building, the Third and 
Townsend Street depot, at the exposition grounds and in Oak- 
land. These bureaus can give the visitor the prices and location. 
of the various hotels and information as to where accommodations. 
are not entirely reserved. Reservations also may be made by mail. 
or telegraph through this bureau. 

It is unlawful to solicit business for the hotels on trains and 
boats in California and a city ordinance has prohibited the bark- 
ing of hack and cab drivers. 

Any hotel, in the opinion of the special hotel committee, deemed 
guilty of over-charging or permitting abuse of visitors will be 
eliminated from the list of hotels approved bythe official bureau. 

The “Inside Inn,” operated.within the exposition grounds, a 
hotel of about 1,000 rooms, is to be considered in this arrangement 
merely as one of the participating hotels. 

The 1915 visitor to the exposition may be assured that there will 
be no “hold-up” by the hotels or restaurants. 


“GLORIES OF THE FAR WEST” 
AROUSES MUCH INTEREST 


e “Glories of the Far West,” an interview by a New York 
paper dealer, which appeared in the issue of the Paper Traps 
Journat, date of November 5, was widely read with keen ap- 
preciation, judging by inquiries concerning the author and letters 
which the latter has received.

BAG FACTORY NEARING COMPLETION | 


A. Pareira, vice-president and sales manager of the Badger Bag 
& Paper Company, of Wausau, Wis., was in.New York last week 
en route to Atlantic City for a few days’ rest. He advised 
a member of the trade that his new factory is coming along in 
excellent shape. 

The Harris automatic printing presses for printing bags have 
already been installed, and the Kidder presses for the printing of 
wrapping papers are now on the way from the factory, and will 
be in operation early this month.

DERESINIFICATION AND BLEACHING OF PULP 


According to a recent German patent, unloosened fibres such 
as ground wood, straw pulp, etc., can be deresinified to a great 
extent by means of talc, without the necessity of heating or boiling 
under pressure. The almost total extraction of the resin, as well 
as. the obtaining of a light tint in the mass similar to a bleaching, 
can be effected with finely divided talc; the resulting product being 
improved, both in appearance and in its properties. 

The addition of the talc to the mass is best effected by means 
of a wide endless belt, the upper part of which is provided with 
ribs of wood or iron. The belt is conducted by rollers through 
the mass of tale, from which the necessary quantity is removed. 
By a sttitable mechanism, the belt automatically conveys the talc 
into the mixing box. 

It is added that this process is of great 
value in treating the ground wood from 
coniferous trees, the ligneous particles be- 
ing expelled and the staining of the wires 
and felts on the paper machine avoided. 
Coniferous ground wood treated with talc 
is said to be equal in appearance and 
quality to that of the much more ex- 
pensive ground wood obtained from the 
aspen. 

The summary of patent claims states that 
the raw material is treated by cold process 
with finely divided talc.  b.

Paper 


Business during the past week has been rather quiet. The job- 
bing trade reported small increase in trading that was rather 
spotty. There is an underlying healthy tone to the trade and _all 
look forward to good business in the early part of January. The 
demands for newsprint is about normal at present. Circulation 
of large daily papers is said to be about normal, and advertising 
has shown some increases, Side runs are in fair demand at cur- 
rent values. Sheet news has been holding its own at 2.30. The 
book paper industry is in fair condition, although there is a weaker 
tone to prices than a few weeks ago. Business in the Middle 
West seems to be a little more active than about New York, 
according to the views of one manufacturer. Stocks in the hands 
of mills are fairly large, due to the fact: that mary jobbers are 
ordering for shipment later. The wrapping mills reported a dull 
and featureless week. Prices have been well maintained in all 
grades. Kraft papers moved more freely than any other kind of 
wrapping. Prices on krafts have been firm at 3% to 4 cents a 
pound. Writings, bonds and ledgers are in poor demand for most 
grades. There is a fair movement of the cheaper qualities, but 
manufacturers are now fairly well caught up with deliveries. It 
is reported that there has been some weakening in the price of 
manila and No. 2 white tissues. There is only a quiet demand for 
all grades. Boards nave been in a little more active demand and 
prices are a little stronger. The situation in the paper bag busi- 
ness can best be summed up in an interview given by one of the 
large manufacturers. He said due to general business depression, 
the paper bag business has dropped off about 40 per cent. The 
New York market, always the most disturbing factor in the en- 
tire business, is still unsettled, but outside of the metropolitan 
district of New York prices are as nearly uniform as it is possible 
to expect. “In the city, the manufacturers,” he said, “realize that 
prices at which bags are being sold do not return the value of the 
paper and their raw materials entering into the manufacture of 
the finished product, with the result that they are doing their 
utmost to straighten it out, realizing that cut prices will not bring 
any additional tonnage. During the past month the various manu- 
facturers have admitted that they have been running only about 
50 per cent. of their product, as their market could not absorb 
any more.” Manufacturers are expecting in business for shipment 
after January 1, when all the low-priced bags coming into the 
market are expected to be cleaned up, and a much firmer tone is 
looked for all around. 


Mechanically Ground Wood Pulp 


Manufacturers of ground wood pulp have continued to ship pulp 
as fast as it accumulated. There is a fairly brisk demand for 
fresh pulp at current prices. The market shows a hardening 
tendency due to the cold weather that has prevailed in pulp grind- 
ing districts and has made grinding rather difficult in cases where 
mills are dependent upon water power entirely. Present values 
of paper do not warrant the higher values of ground wood is the 
complaint of some paper makers, but they realize the scarcity of 
pulp has strengthened the raw material market. 


Unbleached Sulphite Pulp 


There has been little demand for any grade of cellulose during 
the week. Imports have been rather large of late, especially from 
Scandinavia in order to lay up fairly good stocks for winter ship- 
ment on this side, as closed navigation will begin in a short time. 
The market at present reflects a weak tone, although some im- 


porters are looking for higher prices in the course of the next 
sixty days. . There is ,a fairly. good supply of unbleached available 
for immediate shipment at reasonable values. 


Bleached Sulphite Pulp 

Manufacturers of bleached sulphite pulp have small surpluses 
that they are anxious to move to this country at reasonable values 
before the close of navigation in the latter part of this month. 
Values in the domestic markets are rather weak, due to the in- 
different attitude of paper mills. The current values range between 
2.85 and 3’cents ex-dock domestic ports for No. 1, and 2.75 and 
2.85 cents a pound ex-dock for No, 2. 


Sulphate and Kraft Pulp 


The demand for kraft pulp is rather quiet at present, but prices 
on pulp for shipment are fairly firm. There is a poor demand 
for all grades of sulphate pulp, and values are rather weak. Some 
domestic manufacturers of soda pulp have shut down their plants 
on account of the poor demand for this grade at present. Kraft 
pulp was quoted at 2.05 to 2.10 for spot shipment this week by a 
large importer. 


Foreign Rags 

There are a few small supplies of linens available in the local 
market at values slightly below the quotations given several weeks 
ago. There are very few linens coming over and it is generally 
believed that there will be a great scarcity of foreign rags next 
spring despite the efforts of the German packers to lift the em- 
bargo of the German government on all grades of rags. The 
opinion is that German paper makers are too strong a factor to 
allow the embargo to be lifted regardless of any statement from 
the packers. There is a rumor that England is about to put an 
embargo on rags, but this is not regarded seriously by some large 
importers. 


Domestic Rags 
There has’ been no change in the domestic rag.situation during 
the past week. The roofing grades still reflect a very weak tone 
and demand is very poor. The movement of rags on contract is 
about normal. Prices on roofing stock have shown a material 
falling off during the last two weeks. It is generally believed 
that mills are fairly well supplied with the grades they use. 


Old Waste Papers 
There has been a most quiet movement of all grades of old 
papers. Activity has been confined to shipment to a few large 
consumers of shavings and book stock. These mills have drawn 
normally on the small supplies available in New York. All prices 
are weaker and are moving at almost no profit to the packers and 


dealers. Binderies are holding out for very high prices on con- 
tracts over 1915. 


Bagging 
The bagging. and rope business have been dull and featureless. 
Shipment on contract has been fairly active, but there have been 
efforts on the part of some consumers to avoid shipments. The 


rope market is rather weak compared with a few weeks ago, and 
demand is very poor. 


Twines 
The market for twines as reported by a number of jobbers is 
dull. There are no stocks in the hands of consumers, and orders 
are made for prompt and immediate delivery only.. Manufacturers 
are said to be well supplied, with big stocks of all grades except 
Italian, for which there are no raw material accumulations.

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General Market Review 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. ] 


Holyoke—Buying of Better Volume 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 1, 1914—The announcements last 
week of local mill men that business in paper mill circles had 
undergone a change for the better were repeated again this 
week, and, taken altogether, orders seem to be coming in a 
little more frequently than has been the case for some time. 
Every indication now points to a complete revival of business 
in the paper-making industry, but how far away this is is a 
matter of conjecture. Local paper mill men are .somewhat 
anxious for the new year and predict that no great change 
will be noted until 1915 is ushered in. 


Boston—Slight Improvement. Noted 


Boston, Mass., December 1, 1914.—The past week has been more 
productive of business among the local jobbing trade than has 
been true of-several weeks past, according to the statements 
received from the trade. This is the more surprising in view 
of the fact that the last week of a month has generally been 
the quiet period. The activity is accounted for, however, from 
the fact that the consumers stocks generally are low and they 
have been obliged to replenish. This slight improvement is 
in keeping with the optimistic sentiment now existent in all 
lines, but it is not expected that any material change in the 
paper industry for the better will take place until after the 
first of the year. News is the most called for grade, with a 
fair trade on ledgers, bond and writing papers, while the box 
board grades are quiet. There is little call for paper stock 
while prices are uncertain. 


Philadelphia—Outlook Much Better 


PHILADELPHIA, December 1, 1914—The status. of the paper 
trade in the city has been defined officially and perhaps for the 
first time by Mayor Rudolph Blankenburg. In order to call 
public attention to the necessity of making municipal immprove- 
ments to speed up the wheels of industry and to give employ- 
ment to the enforced idle he has made an official diagnosis of 
conditions in a score of commercial and industrial activities, 
and his characterization of the paper trade is exactly that 
which has been given in these columns for the last month. 
He says: “Paper—not satisfactory but better outlook”; “Cotton 
waste—very poor,” and in addition, “Paper boxes—about 50 
per cent. of normal.” 

Business of the week continued just about as it has been 
since November 1, though a little improvernent has been noted. 
In the paper stock market conditions are unchanged—little 
supply but continuance of low prices because of the small de- 
mand. Some of the local mills took advantage of the holiday 
Thursday to remain closed until Monday. They profess not 
to be eager to buy stock even at the present low prices. Still 
there has been no decline, due solely to the short~supply. 
Quotations, therefore, continue without change. 


Chicago—Inquiries More Numerous 

Cuicaco, November 30, 1914—The. most favorable feature of 
conditions in the paper trade during the past week relates to 
the matter of inquiries, which have grown more numerous from 
day to day and indicate preparations for buying on a larger 
scale in the near future. Actual orders have not.been heavy, 
but with a holiday and the added fact that it was the last week 
in the month, buying was not expected.to be heavy. Prices 
are holding generally at quotations giver. It cannot be said 
that quotations are“aiways steietyladhered te! bal Atting of 


prices is very much the exception despite the fact that mills 
are looking keenly for orders. There is. a better tendency 
toward increased business in old paper stock lines, which is 
indicated by more numerous inquiries. Collections are being 
kept down by low prices; and this:fact is preventing stocks. 
from accumulating to any extent. 


Miami Valley—Prices Stationary but Firm 

Dayton, O., November 30,.1914.—Business conditions have not 
changed greatly over those of the preceding week. However, 
there.is a growing confidence in the future and on all sides the 
opinion is expressed that business will bound ahead with a 
rush after the first of the year. Financial conditions are im- 
proved, though money rates are rather high. 

Prices are stationary, but it is apparent that. they will remain 
firm. The scarcity of writings and bonds in certain sections 
of this and other republics has been reflected in the quotations. 
Coated papers are again in good demand and straw wrapping 
papers, remain firm. 


Fox River—Confidence Returning 


App.teton, Wis., November 30, 1914.—Every day sees a greater 
clearing in the commercial skies. The past week has been one 
of the best of the entire fall season in the paper industry. 
This correspondence a week ago stated that business showed 
signs of brightening. This week indications are even a little 
more encouraging. There is no particular line or grade that 
can be singled out.as doing more than seasonable business, 
but all grades alike seem to be enjoying the early results of 
apparently restored confidence. 


Kalamazoo—Orders Few and Small 
KatamMazoo, Mich., November 30, 1914.—There has been prac- 
tically no change in market conditions during the past week. 
Business continues to run light, with a few orders coming in. 
Most of the orders are small, just sufficient to keep the mills 
in operation. Some of the plants took advantage of the 
Thanksgiving holiday and clased down Wednesday night, not 
to resume the machines until today. But this was not general. 
Mill managers will make no predictions for better business. 
They say that they can see nothing which will indicate any- 
thing different than now prevails until after the first of the 
year at least. The slack condition seems to hit almost every 

grade of paper except the parchment specialties. 


Montreal—News Mills Running Full Capacity 

MontreEAL, Que. December 1, 1914.—Owing, possibly, to the 
demands of Christmas advertising using up so much space in 
the newspapers, the newsprint mills throughout the province 
continue their activity unabated. Every mill is. running. at 
full capacity 24 hours a day, and is selling all its output. The 
sulphite business continues in a healthy condition, and ground 
wood is.still moving out in large volume than for a long time 
past, owing, no doubt, to the continuance of low water condi- 
tions. Demand for the higher grades of paper for the domestic 
business is better than it was, although much below what had 
been hoped. Kraft is in active demand on foreign orders. 


The Swedish Paper Market 
According to latest mail advices, the fear of mines is deterring 
navigation from the Baltic, sailors being unwilling to take the 
risks even with higher wages. Hence the difficulty in despatching 
even the smallest orders for other countries. : 
In order to facilitate export businéss in Swedish papers, it has 
been suggested to prepare a number of well. assorted sample col-

ALUM AND SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Demand for alum 
is quiet and there is little to report aside from a moderate ex- 
change of small lots. The call for contract deliveries is said to be 
averaging close to normal. Competition for new business in the 
different grades of sulphate of alumina is keen, and it is intimated 
that prices can be shaded on round lot transactions. Lump alum 
is held at 214@234c. a pound, ground 234@3c., and powdered 
4@4%%4c., according to quantity. Sulphate of alumina is held at 
1.10@1.30c. a pound for low grades and 14@1%c. for high grades, 
according to quantity. 

BARYTES.—Quiet trading has characterized this market since 
our last report. Foreign offerings are limited and dealers’ views 
are nominal but, regardless of this, domestic material is not 
prompting any unusual interest at present. Prime domestic grades 
command $17@20 a ton, and off grades are quoted $12@15, accord- 
ing to quality. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—A slightly firmer feeling is reported 
in some quarters for immediate shipments, but no change in prices 
can be noted. Demand has shown moderate relaxation, which is 
not unusual at this period of the year. It is understood, however, 
that a satisfactory contract business over 1915 has been placed and 
several domestic plants are assured of a steady outlet for their 
production. Domestic contracts are held at 1%c., and English 
shipments are bringing 14%c.. Spot is quoted at 134c. a pound. 

BLUES.—Recent arrivals of ultramarine have not been of large 
enough dimensions to afford any appreciable relief to the market 
for foreign material. Domestic grades are only prompting mod- 
erate interest and the paper trade is said to have been among the 
largest buyers of lato. Prices depend entirely on quality and: the 
market covers a range extending from 4c. to 14c. a pound for im- 
mediate delivery. 

BRIMSTONE— It is stated that combined shipments for paper- 
making purposes is normal for this period of the year, but the 
movement to other consuming industries is below the usual aver- 
age. Production is well regulated to meet the current enquiry, and 
the market is steady at $22@22.50 a long ton. 


CAUSTIC POTASH.—Little interest is manifested in this 
chemical at present. Dealers are only in possession of limited 
supplies, but demand is quiet and there is evidence of competition 
for new business. At the close, the spot market was quoted 14@ 
16c. a pound, according to seller for both domestic and foreign 
material. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Continued export buying is the most en- 
couraging feature to this market. Domestic trade is quiet and, 
aside from a fair movement on old contracts, there is nothing new 
to report. Leading sellers have not ‘resorted to price cutting in 
attempts to stimulate trade, and in some quarters it was asserted 
that lower prices would have no effect under the present temper 
of domestic buyers. Contracts are quoted at 1.45@1.50c. for 70@ 
76 per cent. on the basis of 60 per cent., and 60 per cent. at 1.55@ 
1.60c. f. 0. b. works. 

CHALK.—Indications point to large arrivals of English chalk 
this month, providing no difficulty is experienced in securing sea- 
men abroad. The undertone of the market is rather easy, although 
dealers’ views are fairly uniform on the basis of $3:a ton. French 
chalk is scarce and the market is entirely nominal at present: Con4 
sumers of chalk are watching developments closely. 

CHINA CLAY.—Recent importations:are reported to have been 
absorbed rapidly on outstanding contracts and only a few small 
additional lots have been available for market purposes. ._The paper 
industry is showing considerable interest in market developments 
and is said to be a steady buyer... Foreign contracts are moderately 


lower and are obtainable at $15@I17 a ton. 
$8@9, according to grade. 


Domestic is quoted 


GLUES.—Foreign glues are offered sparingly on account of re- 
duced importations. Domestic grades are not prompting much in- 
terest, and the present movement of goods is chiefly against old 
contract specifications. White glue is held at 12@24c., low grade 
10@12c., foot stock white 12@14c., brown 9@I11c., and common 
bone 714@9c. a pound, according to quantity and quality. 

GLYCERINE.—Demand has shown a moderate falling off and 
competition has increased among several leading sellers. At the 
close, the market was lower. C. P. in drums was held at 2234c. 
and in cans at 2334c. a pound. The dynamite grade commanded 
2lc. a pound. 


GUM TRAGACANTH.—tThe closing of Turkish ports and the 
consequent shutting off of supplies has further strengthened prices 
for the first grade of Aleppo gum, and dealers refuse to quote 
under $1.90 a pound, while some are asking as high as $2.05. 
Aleppo seconds are firmly held at $1.60@1.75 a pound. The lower 
grades are in very limited supply and are obtainable at 50c. to 
$1.50 a pound, according to quality. The pronounced scarcity of 
the Turkey grades has placed the market in a nominal position. 


PARAFFINE WAX.—Former prices are being maintained by 
leading sellers, and consumers are said to be placing a satisfac- 
tory amount of business. Crude 120° to 130° M. P. is held at 
3%@3Mc. and refined 120° to 135° M. P. is quoted at 44@6%c. 
per pound, according to melting point. 

ROSINS.—No appreciable change has taken place in rosin prices 
since our last report. Papermakers are operating conservatively 
at prevailing prices, but demand from other consuming industries 
is reported very quiet. In one quarter it was stated that a large 
soapmaker has been reselling contracts. Demand in the “South 
has been of desultory character, and competition has continued 
keen, with prices drifting to a slightly lower basis. . Stocks at 
Savannah were 125,288 barrels against 119,762 barrels last week, 
and 149,871 barrels last year at this time. Common is quoted at 
$3.80, and E, F and G gradings have been obtainable at $3.95@4.05 
per barrel of 280 pounds net. 

SAL SODA.—Local dealers report a continued firm market, with 
a steady routine movement into channels of consumption, but 
there is no quotable change in values. Contracts are held at 60c. 
and up in barrels f. o. b. works. Concentrated is quoted at 1%c. 
on spot. Special prices are held for brands, and there is some 
difference in prices, according to seller. 

SODA ASH.—New business is not attracting much attention at 
present, but dealers’ views are firm on the basis of previous quota- 
tions. Deliveries on old contracts are going forward in fair vol- 
ume, and the market appears well under control. Contracts for 
light 58 per cent. are held at 60c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per 
cent. in bags; 65c. basis of 48 per cent: in barrels, carload lots 
f. o. b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. test is quoted at 70c. 
per 100 pounds in bags and 75c. per 100 pounds in barrels, carload 
lots f. o. b. makers’ works. Less than carload lots are quoted at 


5@10c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per cent. over carload 
quotations. 


STARCH.—Demand is slow and contract withdrawals are re- 
ported sluggish. Makers have made ‘a sharp cut in prices in an 
attempt to stimulate trade. The following selling schedule is now 
effective: Pearl starch, $1.99; Buffalo pearl starch, $2.02; powdered 
starch, $2.04; corn starch, $2.07; sizing starch, 140 pounds, $209; 

ip . B. starch, $2.69; finishing starch, $2.49. All- above quotations
